Neither  Will  Take  Any 
Prisoners. 


Washington,  Aug.  26.— Direct  news 
of  the  revolution  in  Chile  is  scarce  as 
hen's  teeth.  There  are  four  sources 
from  which  information,  when  there  is 
any,  may  be  obtained.  They  are  the 
state  department,  the  navy  department, 
the  Chilean  legation  and  the  envoys  of 
the  Chilean  congressional  party.  None 
have  any  late  news  they  have  not  received 
through  the  newspapers.  Upon  the  press 
dispatches  almost  absolute  reliance  is 
placed  by  all  except  the  Chilean  lega- 
tion, all  of  whom  are  out  of  the  city. 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State  Wharton 
is  as  much  in  the  dark  as  he  was  yester- 
day. "I  have  not  heard  a  word  from  our 
minister  in  Chile,"  he  said,  "and  this 
means  one  of  two  things— either  there  is 
no  news  to  send  or  the  wires  are  cut.  I 
am  inclined  to  believe  the  latter" 

It  is  known  that  Balmaceda  issued 
orders  last  week  that  no  news  should  be 
sent  out  of  Valparaiso  or  Santiago,  and 
to  insure  himself  that  his  orders  could 
not  be  disobeyed  it  is  believed  that  he 
had  the  wires  cut.  The  newspaper  cor- 
respondent who  is  sending  the  only  in- 
formation of  the  situation  has  doubtless, 
with  the  characteristic  enterprise  of  his 
craft,  picked  up  the  wires  where  cut  and 
bribea  an  operator  into  his  service. 

Secretary  Foster,  of  the  congressional 
envoy,  proclaims  himself  absolutely  sat- 
isfied that  the  press  news  is  correct  and 
that  the  tide  of  war  is  going  against 
Balmaceda.  He  has  received  no  cable- 
gram and  this  he  thinks  argues  that  the 
congressional  army  is  not  yet  in  Valpar- 
aiso. If  such  be'  the  fact,  he  deems  it 
most  likelv  the  dictator  has  been  driven 
back  toward  Santiago  and  that  the  troops 
left  to  guard  Valparaiso  are  holding  out. 
It  appears  that  Quintero  Bey.  where  the 
congressional  party  landed,  is  about  300 
miles  south  of  Coq'uimbo,  where  nearly 
15,000  of  Balmaceda's  troops  are  en- 
camped. It  is  possible  that  these  have 
been  brought  down  in  the  congressional 
army's  rear  and  that  the  patriots  thus 
surrounded  are  fightmg  now  for  their 
lives  and  without  hope  of  vanquishing 
their  foes.  The  fighting  is  in  any  event 
savage,  for  Balmaceda's  order  is  to  take 
no  prisoners. 

It  is  understood  also  that  the  congres- 
sional partv,  which  has  heretofore  been 
careful  of  Its  conquered  opponents,  has 
imitated  Balmaceda's  tactics  and  will 
give  no  quarters  p-^d  take  no  prisoners. 

POISON  IN  THE  MASS.

A  Magnificent  Hotel  to  be  Erected 
Soon  ill  New  York. 

Ni;w  York,  Aug.  26.— The  most  mag- 
nificent hotel  in  the  United  States,  if  not 
in  the  world,  is  to  be  built  in  New  York. 
The  plans  at  present  are  being  made  and 
will  be  completed  next  week  or  the  week 
after.  The  new  hotel  will  be  located  on 
Fifth  and  Madison  avenues  and  Twenty- 
sixth  and  Twent)'-seventh  streets,  on  the 
present  site  of  th;  elite  Hotel  Brunswick. 
That  structure,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
substantial  in  the  city,  will  be  torn  down, 
and  in  its  place  v/ill  be  reared  a  magnifi- 
cent buildmg. 

Messrs.  Mitchf  11,  Kentzler  &  South- 
gate,  the  present  proprietors  of  the 
Brunswick,  do  not  own  the  land  on  which 
the  hotel  stands.  It  belongs  to  an  estate, 
and  negotiations  are  now  in  progress  for 
the  purchase  of  that  and  the  balance  of 
the  block.  The  Ijig  hotel  will  be  run  by 
a  stock  company.  The  officers  will  be 
Mr.  Mitchell,  ont'  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  Brunswick,  president;  Francis  Kent- 
zler, secretary,  and  Mr.  Southgate,  treas- 
urer. 

The  building  will  be  entirely  of  marble, 
absolutely  fireproof  and  twelve  stories  in 
height.  It  wdl  be  designed  in  the 
Roman  style  of  architecture  and  contain 
450  rooms.  Banquet  halls,  large  and 
beautifully  decorated,  will  be  a  feature. 
Russian  and  Roman  baths  will  be  placed 
in  the  building.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
capital  of  the  company  will  be  nearly  if 
not  more  than  ;^20,ooo,ooo.  The  stock 
has  been  offered  for  sale,  it  is  under- 
stood, for  about  u  week  and  is  almost  all 
absorbed.

TELEGRAMS  HARD  BOILED. 

The  second  day's  session  of  the  Na- 
tional Camp,  Patriotic  Order  Sons  of 
America,  convened  this  morning  at 
Philadelphia. 

At  the  Union  Veterans  Union  conven- 
tion at  Cleveland  this  morning,  among 
the  resolutions  read  was  one  protesting 
against  the  employment  of  aliens  or 
foreigners  in  government  offices  to  the 
exclusion  of  veterans  and  their  families. 
A  camp  fire  will  be  held  in  the  Music 
hall  tonight. 

The  chamber  of  commerce  at  Barce- 
lona has  protested  against  the  treaty 
with  the  LTnited  States  as  injurious  to 
the  Spanish  trade   with  the  West  Indies. 

The  Swiss  federal  council  has  thanked 
the  American  and  other  consuls  for  their 
congratulations  on  the  sixth  centennial 
of  Swiss  independence,  and  has  ordered 
commemorative  medals  distributed 
among  them. 

At  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  the  negro 
John  Royster,  who  is  charged  with  the 
murder  of  John  P.  Eppes,  telegraph 
operator  at  Suffolk,  on  the  night  of  July 
29,  was  arrested. 

Mrs.  McKee  and  Mrs.  Russell  Harri- 
son sailed  from  Liverpool  for  New  York 
today  on  the  White  Star  steamer  Ma- 
jestic. 


New  York,  Aug.  26.— Much  indigna- 
tion is  felt  and  ireely  expressed  in  this 
city  at  the  tardy  and  unsuccessful  man- 
ner in  which  the  authorities  are  working 
to  exhume  the  corpses  of  the  unfortunate 
victmis  of  the  tiirriole  disaster  that  oc- 
curred on  Park  place  on  Saturday.  Up 
to  8  o'clock  this  iiorning  only  fifty-seven 
bodies  had  been  taken  out,  and  although 
many  others  are  plainly  visible,  mixed 
up  with  the  debris,  the  men  at  work  are 
powerless  to  remove  them  on  account  of 
the  want  of  proper  appliances. 

Many  of  the  bodies  are  held  down  by 
the  heavy  press  which  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  remove  without  the  requisite 
machinery.  These  appliances  are  prom- 
ised to  be' used  today  when  it  is  hoped 
that  the  work  of  exhuming  the  bodies 
will  go  on  more  rapidly.  The  bodies 
that  are  recovered  now  are  simply  a 
shapeless  mass  of  charred  and  putrid 
flesh;  it  is  impossible  to  recognize  them. 
The  identity  in  most  instances  is  made 
by  the  clothes  or  some  paper  or 
watch,  or  something  in  the 
pockets.  The  stench  of  decay- 
ing bodies  last  night  was  so 
horrible  that  it  \/as  almost  impossible  to 
breathe  within  tlie  fire  lines  without  some 
counteracting  cdor.  There  were  125 
longshoresmen  at  work  all  night.  A 
large  crowd  of  \k'atchers  keep  constant 
vigils,  some  loolcing  for  the  bodies  of 
their  friends  or  relatives,  while  others 
are  simple  impelled  by  a  morbid  curi- 
ositv. 

a  Up  to  I  o'clock  the  bodies  of  two  more 
men  and  one  woman,  all  unrecognizable 
have  been  found,  making  sixty-one  thus

Explosion  in  Chicago's  Tunnel. 

Chidago,  Aug.  26.— By  an  explosion 
of  gas  in  the  ne^-  lake  tunnel  this  morn- 
ing, one  man  was  fatally  and  seven 
otners  seriously  burned.  The  names  of 
the  injured  men  are:  Maurice  Cole, 
fatally  burned;  C.  J.  Dennin,  foreman; 
Joseph  Mallory,  Hugh  Mallory,  Owen 
Cull,  Peter  Gallagher,  Michael  O'Neal, 
James  Dow,  Michael  Leonard.  All  were 
burned  about  the  head  and  hands. 

The  accident  occurred  two  and  one- 
half  miles  from  the  shore  end  of  the  tun- 
nel. The  explosion  was  directly  dut  to 
the  reduction  of  the  air  pressure  and  the 
fact  that  the  electric  lights  were  replaced 
bv  a  candle  and  torches.

STOIIMS  IN  THE  CHANNEL. 

The  Coast  and  Fields  o.  England  Visit- 
ed by  Tornadoes. 

London,  Aug.  26.- -All  night  long  a 
tremendous  hurricane  prevailed 
throughout  Great  Britain.  Everywhere 
the  telegraph  wires  are  prostrated,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  obtain  anything  more 
than  the  most  meager  information  as  to 
the  amount  of  destruction  caused  by  the 
fearful  wind  and  sweeping  rain. 

In  and  about  London  and  a  few  out- 
side places  that  have  been  heard  from 
trees  have  been  dragged  out  of  the 
ground  by  their  roots  and  the  roofs  of 
houses  have  been  ripped  up  and  hurled 
into  the  streets.  At  Newcastle  the  tents 
of  the  flower  show  were  blown  away  like 
straws  and  the  beautiful  exhibit  de- 
stroyed. 

The  Norwegian  barque  Gefifon  was 
wrecked  off  South  Port,  the  crew  was, 
however,  saved.  Numerous  other  minor 
other  casualties  are  reported.  It  is  feared 
that  with  the  restoration  of  the  telegraph 
service  will  come  the  news  of  serious 
disasters  along  the  coast.  Through  the 
entire  night  the  terrific  gale  pounded  its 
stormy  course  through  the  narrow 
stretch  of  the  British  channel  with  a 
violence  seldom  witnessed  on  that  water. 

Communication  of  any  kind  between 
the  shore  and  the  monster  iron-clads  of 
the  great  English  and  French  fleet  now 
riding  in  Portsmouth  harbor  could  not 
be  established  last  night,  and  there  is  a 
constant  apprehension  that  one  or  more 
of  the  ships  may  drag  anchors,  or  in  some 
way  become  unmanageable,  and  run 
wild  among  the  other  vessels. 


A  Family  Fatally  Injured. 
Nashua,  N.  H..  Aug.  26.- \V.  H. 
Campbell,  a  paper  box  manufacturer, 
was  riding  with  his  wife  and  daughter 
this  morning,  when  the  carriage  was 
struck  by  a  train  and  all  were  severely, 
perhaps  fatally  injured.

After  Capt.   Yocum  Saves  Her    From 
Sale  She  is  Destroyed. 

News  come  from  Ashland  that  the  tug 
Rambler,  which  was  supposed  to  have 
been  taken  to  Port  Arthur,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  Monday  night  at  Red 
Cliff,  twelve  miles  from  Bayfield,  the 
men  on  her  barely  escaping  with  their 
lives. 

Some  days  ago  Capt.  Yocum,  owner  of 
the  tug,  was  forced  to  steal  his  own  boat 
and  sail  away  under  cover  of  night  to 
Canada  in  order  to  keep  her  out  of  the 
hands  of  creditors',who  had  nothing  to  do 
with  him.

Contract    Jumper   Kelly  Breaks  the 

Peace    Negotiations    in 

Pieces. 

Washington,  Aug.  26.— Bright  and 
early  this  morning  the  hotels  where  the 
baseball  men  are  quartered  presented  a 
lively  appearance  with  the  baseball  men 
moving  to  and  fro.  Throughout  the  lob- 
bies the  men  gathered  in  groups  discuss- 
ing the  situation  of  affairs  and  the  pros- 
pects of  a  meeting  today  with  the  ar- 
Ditrators.  The  association  representa- 
tives stand  firmly  on  the  ground  they 
took  yesterday  and  also  say  that  the 
league  men  will  have  to  give  them  a 
written  guarantee  that  all  players  under 
contract  with  a  club  will  not  be  tampered 
with.  This  covers  "King  Kell\'s'  case 
in  his  jump  from  the  Boston  Associ- 
ation club  to  the  league  team  of  that 
city,  and  unless  the  league  gives  the  de- 
sired guarantee  the  association  men  will 
not  meet  them  in  conference.  At  the 
association  headquarters  this  morning 
this  was  the  feeling  expressed. 

Last  night  President  Kramer,  of  the 
association,  left  the  meeting  in  disgust 
and  said  that  under  the  circumstances 
he  did  not  see  how  his  presence  here 
would  help  matters  any,  and  this  morn- 
ing he  left  the  city  on  the  train.  J.  B. 
Hart,  of  Boston,  also  took  his  departure. 
Before  the  adjournment  last  night,  it  was 
understood  that  Messrs.  Von  der  Ahe 
and  Phelps  would  meet  the  league,  but  a 
letter  was  received  from  them  stating 
that  they  would  not.  The  league  men 
thereupon  retired  to  their  rooms  and  are 
now  holding  a  secret  session,  which 
probably  pertains  to  league  matters  only. 
The  present  outlook  is  that  the  warring 
factions  will  not  come  together. 

"We  made  three  propositions,"  said 
Mr.  Phelps  to  a  reporter,  "first  that  the 
Bierbauer  and  Stovey  decisions  should 
be  reversed;  second,  that  all  contract 
jumpers  should  be  disciplined;  third, 
that  the  association  should  maintain  its 
interests  in  the  cities  where  the  two  or- 
ganizations had  clubs.  The  association 
people  made  a  proposition  to  the  league 
to  place  clubs  in  Chicago  and  Brooklyn 
and  the  league  in  return  to  place  clubs 
in  Baltimore  and  St.  Louis. 

"The  league  wanted  us  to  formulate  a 
plan  to  make  war  on  star  players  who 
are  receiving  high  salaries,  ana  the  other 
to  stop  war  between  the  two  associations, 
and  shake  hands.  These  propositions 
were  to  be  acted  upon  here,  but  the  an- 
nouncement last  night  that  Kelly  had 
jumped  his  contract  and  gone  over  to 
the  league,  and  the  refusal  of  the  league 
to  guarantee  his  return,  stopped  all  ball 
business  at  once,  and  what  promised  to 
be  a  settlement  of  affairs  was  knocked 
into  a  cocked  hat  by  the  only  Kel." 

President  Byrne,  one  of  the  league 
committee,  had  little  to  say  this  after- 
noon in  regard  to  the  break  in  the  nego- 
tiations. "We  do  not  propose  to  earn- 
on  negotiations  by  writing.  We  \yill 
wait  on  the  association  committee  until  5 
o'clock  this  evening,  and  if  they  do  not 
put  in  an  appearance  the  matter  will  be 
off."

Blaine  and  Rusk,  or  what  is  more 
meaningful  and  euphonious,  Jim  and 
Jerr>-.  is  the  strongest  ticket  the  repub- 
licans can  put  up  in  '92.  However,  Har- 
rison makes  the  safest  president  and

Gover- 
nor Merriam  will  do  anything  he  can  to 
further  the  highest  good  of  the  state, 
whde  the  World's  fair  board  is  composed 
of  men  awake  to  our  every  interest. 

Duluth  had  3470  people  in  1880  and, 
with  suburbs,  .|o,ooo  in  1890.  It  has  now 
45,000  and  will  have  probably  150,000  or 
more  in  the  next  census.  It  will  some 
day  be  third  in  Ihe  great  triumvirate. 
New  York,  Chicago  and  Duluth.  Now 
is  the  time  to  put  up  your  derrick  and 
catch  on  if  you  hope  to  be  a  cliff-dweller.

St.  Paul  Dispatch:  If  Commissioner 
.M.  IJ.  Harrison  is  correctly  reported  re- 
garding the  course  to  be  pursued  by 
Minnesota  in  relation  to  the  World's 
fair,  it  is  apparent  that  there  is  at  least 
one  man  connected  with  the  undertaking 
with  a  head  full  of  brains  who  is  not  in 
it  for  what  he  can  make.  A  more  de- 
lightful aggregation  of  fortune  hunters 
tlian  surround  the  World's  fair  was  rarely 
brought  together.  And,  like  the  Kilkenny 
cats,  whose  only  known  characteristics 
were  that  they  were  so  evenly  matched, 
they  seemed  destined  toundoeach  other.

Why  Winter  is  the  Typhoid  Season. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Protracted  exposure  of  impure  water 
to  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  will  purify 
and  it  is  this  that  enabled  the  photog- 
rapher in  "Wet  Process"  time  to  get  ab- 
solutely pure  water  by  adding  a  few 
grains  of^  silver  nitrate  in  a  bottle  and 
placing  the  same  in  the  sun  for  two  or 
three  days.  The  impurities  are  precipi- 
tated to  the  bottom  in  the  form  of  a 
black  sediment.  During  tlie  months 
that  the  lake  is  clear  from  ice  and  snow 
the  sun  purifies  the  water  to  such  a  de- 
gree that  it  does  not  impair  the  health, 
but  it  will  be  noticed  that  as  soon  as 
winter  sets  in  and  the  sun  is  low  all  day, 
and  perhaps  two  feet  of  ice  covers  the 
lake,  this  action  is  stopped  and  the 
water  reaches  the  intake  pipe  in  an  im- 
pure state.  Something  should  be  done 
if  possible  before  the  dangerous  time  is 
upon  us,  when  lives  mav  be  jeopardized.

I>re  SB  Reform. 

Washington,  \ug.  6.  Miss  Frances 
Willard  was  here  attending  the  session 
of  the  Catholic  Total  Abstinence  union. 
Miss  Willard  has  been  extensively 
t|^uoted  as  having  stated  in  her  lecture  at 
C  hautaucjiia  last  Saturday,  entilletl  "A 
White  Life  for  Two,"  that  she  would 
wheel  the  whole  National  Temperance 
union  in  line  in  f;ivor  of  the  new  dress 
reform  whereby  women  were  to  be 
emancipated  from  skirts,  garters,  cor- 
sets, high  heels,  and  all  the  other  aliom- 
inations.  She  is  quoted  as  saying:  "This 
death  line"  dniv  ing  in  the  air  with  lar 
finger  the  outline  of  a  woman's  waist 
squeezed  into  shape- "has  filled  more 
graves  than  whiskey." 

Her  attention  being  called  to  this  re- 
mark today,  she  said:  "Never  have  1 
intimateil  the  idea  of  the  banishment  of 
skirts;  only  have  I  contended  that  they 
should  not  be  tr.insformed  into  street 
sweepers.  Against  the  trailing  skirt  on 
the  parlor  carpet  1  have  never  said  a 
word." 

"There  has  bee  1  a  great  deal  of  talk 
about  the  dividetl  skirt,  which  is,  as  I 
understand  it,  nothing  more  nor  less  than 
a  sort  of  Turkisli  costume,  which,  while 
affording  greater  rixjin  for  locomotion, 
has  the  same  appearance  in  effect  as  the 
ordinary  skirt.  The  suggestion  of  this 
garment  comes  ti  us  from  England,  and 
it  has  been  already  greatly  adopted  by 
women  who  are  s.udents  of  hygiene,  but 
not  as  a  substitute  for  the  ordinary  street 
skirt.

"When  will  wo  ^ot  the  street  car  line 
to  West  nuliith?"  repeated  Superin- 
tendent Wardwcll.  of  the  street  car  com- 
pany. "Why  we  can  do  our  part  in 
three  weeks  and  would  be  running  mer- 
rily down  Central  avenue  and  Fourth 
street  in  the  suburb  by  Sept.  15,  if  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  road  hadn't  made  a  fuss 
over  the  Sutphin  street  bridge. 

".As  I  understand  it  the  city  will  iret 
the  bridge  matter  tixed  up  in  a  few  days 
and  probably  we  shall  have  electric  cars 
running  into  West  Duluth  by  Oct.  i." 

The  "fare  to  West  Duluth  will  of  course 
be  the  same  as  in  lines  up  town,  making 
a  tive-cent  ride  from  Woodland  or 
Twentieth  avenue  east  to  the  car  works, 
a  distance  of  eleven  miles  from  the 
former  place  and  eight  from  the  latter. 
"When  we  get  out  to  Lakeside  on  Jeffer- 
son street,  earlv  next  year,"  continued 
Mr.  Wardwell."we  will  be  giving  the 
longest  ride  in  the  country  for  a  tive- 
cent  fare.  It  will  be  about  tifteen  miles 
from  Lester  river  to  the  west  end  of  the 
West  Duluth  line.  We  shall  have  quite 
a  railroad  then,  too,  for  it  will  have,  with 
the  incline,  the  Second  street  line,  the 
Woodland  line,  and  the  lines  up  on 
the  hill  back  of  the  incline,  between 
thirtv  and  forty  miles  of  single  track. 
On  the  West  'Duluth  line  this  season 
probablv  every  third  car  will  run  through, 
giving  an  eighteen-minute  service  to  the 
"West  Duluthians,and  if  we  leave  enough 
of  the  steam  short  line  service  to  pay 
salaries  on  I  am  greatly  mistaken. 
.Managers  Haycock  and  Lewis,  of  the 
Lvceum  and  Temple,  have  agreed  to  bill 
West  Duluth  for  their  plavs,  and  we 
shall  run  late  theater  cars  from  both 
houses." 

There  is  a  project  on  foot  looking 
toward  the  building  of  a  bridge  across 
the  St.  Louis  river  at  its  narrowest  point, 
where  Rices  Point  and  Connors  Point 
reach  toward  each  other.  .Already  the 
Douglas  County  Street  Railway  com- 
pany has  signified  its  willingness  to  co- 
operate with  the  Duluth  railway  in  ar- 
ranging tr.msfer  street  car  service  and 
quick  time  between  Dulu*h  and  Superior 
whenever  the  bridge  is  built,  and  the 
Omaha  road  is  also'  anxious  to  see  the 
work  done.  It  is  entirely  probable  that 
inside  of  two  years  the  work  will  be 
done,  and  then  a  street  railway  belt  line 
system  will  be  inaugurated,  giving  a 
traveler  a  ride  through  both  Duluth  and 
Superior,  a  ferry  transfer  at  Old  Super- 
ior and  a  car  ride  along  .Minnesota  Point. 
Such  a  service  would  be  extremely  pop- 
ular in  the  summer  for  tourists  and 
would  facilitate  business  greatly.

Iron  Work  on  the  Sheds  Complete; 
terior  Track  Arrangements. 

The  iron  work  on  the  Union  depot 
train  shed  is  finished  and  the  platform 
used  in  building  it  has  been  taken  down. 
In  about  three  weeks  that  old  land  mark 
which  is  pointed  out  to  the  traveler  as 
the  Uuluth  Union  depot  will  be  no  more. 
It  is  expected  that  within  that  space  of 
time  a  couple  of  rooms  for  ticket  office 
and  waitingroom  will  be  made  ready  in 
the  new  depot,  so  that  the  old  depot  will 
be  no  longer  needed.

Dulnth's  Export   Trade  Will  Soon 
Ko  via  Montreal. 
The  Marine    Review    says:    "In    dis- 
cussing the  feasibility  of  enlarging  the 
Erie  canal  to  20-feet  navigation,  so  as  to 
meet  in  American  territory  the    demand 
for  a  deep-water  outlet  to  the    seaboard, 
Capt.  McDougall,  inventor  oi  the  whale- 
back  barges,  said  a  few  days  ago:     'I  do 
not  believe  that  anyone  connected   with 
the  lake  marine  has  given  as    much    at- 
tention as  I  have  to    the    St.    Lawrence 
river  and  the  work    on    its    canals    now 
under  way.     Detail  preparatory  to  send- 
ing out  barges  to    the    coast    has    com- 
pelled me  to  go  over  every   foot    of    the 
ground     and     examine     into     the     pro- 
gress   of    improvements,     and      I     am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  unless    some- 
thing is  done  towards  providing  anlout- 
Ict  better  than  the  present  Erie  canal  for 
the  care  of  the  immense  growth  in    lake 
commerce.  Buffalo  will  not    only   lose  a 
larj^e  portion  of  its  lake    trade    but    the 
seaboard  cities  and  railways  of  this  coun- 
try will  experience  a  set  back  unthought 
of  in  the  drift  of  export  business  through 
•the  Welland  and  down  the  St.  Lawrence 
to  Montreal  when  these  canals  are  com- 
pleted.    The  work  will    not   be   delayed 
as  long  as  is  generally   supposed,  and  it 
is  mainly  confined  to  the  building  of  one 
canal  and  dredging  in  shallow   portions 
of  the  river.' 

"There  is  certainly  a  great  deal  that 
is  deserving  of  consideration  in  this 
statement.  Laying  aside  all  questions 
of  vessels  of  \Velland  Canal  size  pro- 
ceeding across  the  'Atlantic,  in  the 
event  of  a  completion  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence canals  to  the  dimensions  of  the 
Welland  locks,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
the  class  of  vessels  that  could  then  en- 
gage in  the  trade  to  Montreal,  with  the 
long  water  haul  and  one  breaking  of 
bulk  at  Montreal,  would  be  large  enough 
to  compete  with  the  3000-ton  vessels 
carrying  cargo  to  Buffalo  and  trans- 
shipping by  way  of  the  Erie  canal  or  the 
railways  running  out  of  Buffalo,  in  con- 
nection with  which  there  is  handling 
charges  at  both  ends  of  the  route."

Who  Gut  the  Timber? 
Government  officials  are  after  someone 
at  the  Fond  du  Lac  agency.  Over  10,-

This 
mornins;  one  of  the  members  of  the  post- 
otfice  force  called  on  C.ruesen  at  the 
east  end  car  house  and  was  told  by 
C". ruesen  that  on  one  occasion  when  he 
returned  from  his  claim  be  found  a  short- 
age of  5 ',00  in  his  accounts  at  the  stamp 
w'indow.'  To  obtain  the  money  to  make 
v'ood  this  shortasje  C.ruesen  had  to  S'^t' 
his  note  for  $',oo.  It  was  further  stated 
that  Gruesen  U»st  $1000  at  the  stamp 
window. 

A  representative  of  The  Herald  saw 
Ciruesen.  He  was  anxious  to  keen  the 
matter  out  of  the  press  until  he  should 
be  brought  up  as  a  witness  before  the 
courts.  "  He  said  that  he  didn't  want  to 
say  anvthing  just  now  because  he  wanted 
to  be  sure  of  the  right  man.

Washington,  Aug.  27.— The  follow- 
ing cablegram  dated  Valparaiso,  Chile, 
Aug.  26,  was  received  by  Senor  Pazano, 
the  Chilean  minister  at  Washington,  to- 
day: 

"On  the  25th  the  insurgents'  army 
was  completely  defeated  in  Vina  Del 
Mar.  A  division  of  the  Chilean  govern- 
ment army  cut  off  their  retreat  to  the 
ships  and  obliged  them  to  unconditional- 
ly surrender.  All  the  country  applauds 
the  valor  and  skill  of  the  government 
army."  It  was  sent  by  M.  A.  Aldunate, 
minister  of  foreign  affairs. 

"The  war  is  over,"  said  Senor  Pazano, 
the  Chilean  minister,  to  the  United 
Press  representative,  commenting  on  the 
despatch.  He  wore  a  contented  ex- 
pression upon  his  determined  face,  while 
his  handsome  wife,  who  acts  as  his  inter- 
preter, beamed  with  enthusiasm  and  joy 
over  the  happy  result.  The  war  began 
six  months  ago,  Senor  Pazano  explained, 
and  the  insurgents  were  led  by  Col.  Can- 
to, who  had  been  dismissed  from  the 
Chilean  army.  He  had  succeeded  in  se- 
curing the  Chilean  navy,  and  on  this  ac- 
count had  been  able  until  now  to  main- 
tain his  army.  The  Chilean  government 
had  no  navy  and  because  of  this  disad- 
vantage had  been  unable  to  hem  in  the 
insurgents. 

"Had  we  had  ships,"  said  Senor  Paza- 
no, tracing  the  positions  of  the  govern- 
ment and  insurgent  forces  on  a  rough 
map  he  had  drawn,  so  as  to  more  explicitly 
explain  himself,  "we  would  have  suc- 
ceeded long  ago."  He  then  traced  the 
positions  of  the  army  of  the  Chilian  gov- 
ernment under  command  of  Gen.  \'elar- 
quez,  the  present  minister  of  war,  and 
who  distinguished  himself  between  Chile 
and  Peru  ten  years  ago.  At  Coquimbo 
on  the  northern  coast  of  Chile  10,000 
government  troops  were  stationed.  At 
Santiago  1000  troops  were  in  garrison, 
while  below  at  Concepcion,  10,000  men 
were  under  arms.  To  the  left  of  Con- 
cepcion an  army  of  9000  men  ren- 
dezvouzed. 

Between  Santiago  and  Quinteros,  just 
above  the  Aconguagua  river,  the  insurg- 
ents, under  Col.  Canto,  landed  10,000 
men.  Under  protection  from  their  ships 
the  insurgents  moved  down  the  coast 
towards  Valparaiso.  At  the  Acongua- 
gua river  the  insurgents  were  met  by  a 
force  of  5000  men  from  the  government 
armv,  which  had  moved  up  from  the  left 
of  C'oncepion.  This  force  held  the  in- 
surgents at  bay  for  thirty  hours.  In  the 
meantime  the  government  forces  at  San- 
tiego,  Concepcion  and  Coquimbo  moved 
down,  hemmed  in  the  insurgents  and 
compelled  their  unconditional  surren- 
der. 

As  Senor  Pazano,  in  an  off-hand  man- 
ner, described  how  the  war  was  brought 
to  a  close,  he  naturally  became  exuber- 
ant with  joy,  and  as  he  tried  to  express, 
in  broken  English,  his  ideas,  his  wife, 
who  was  enraptured  with  his  war-like 
description,  would  fill  in  the  interstices. 
The  minister  sent  a  number  of  telegrams 
this  morning,  spreading  far  and  wide  the 
glad  tidings  of  the  victory  of  the  Chilean 
government. 

The  dispatch  received  here  by  the 
Chilean  minister  announcing  the  defeat 
of  the  insurgents  at  Vina  Del  Mar,  was 
shown  to  Mr.  Foster,  one  of  the  insur- 
gent representatives  this  morning,  and 
that  gentleman  was  asked  if  he  had 
heard  anvthing  from  his  party.  He  re- 
plied that  he  had  received  the  following 
cablegram  from  their  agent  late  last 
night:  "Iquique,  26.  Notices  inspired 
by  the  dictators'  agents  in  Lima  abso- 
lutely without  authorization." 

This,  Mr.  Foster  said,  probably  referred 
to  the  reported  defeat  of  his  party.  "1 
do  not  say  that  dispatch  received  by  the 
Chilean  minister  is  not  correct,"  he  con- 
tinued, "but  1  think  that  in  case  the  bat- 
tle had  been  fought  on  the  25th  and  won 
by  Balmaceda,  he  would  not  have  de- 
layed so  long  in  spreading  the  news." 

Mr.  Foster  also  took  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  forces  of  Balmaceda 
outnumbered  those  of  the  insurgents, 
but  said  that  in  case  the  insurgent  party 
was  defeated,  it  only  meant  a  prolonga- 
tion of  the  war,  and  that  the  insurgent 
force  would  be  increased  in  every  possi- 
t)le  way,  and  the  dictator  fought  to  the 
end.  He  expects  additional  advices 
from  his  party.

He 
occupied  a  posit  on  unique  in  American 
scholarship,  and  was  regarded  as  an 
oracle  on  Western  topics  among  his- 
torical specialists  the  country  over.

San  Francisco,  Aug.  27.— Antonio 
Varres,  envoy  of  Chilean  insurgents,  re- 
ceived a  telegram  yesterday  from  Val- 
paraiso stating  that  fighting  had  been  re- 
newed yesterday,  and  that  Balmaceda 
was  losing. 

Russia  Wants  Corea. 
Shanghai,  Aug.  27.— The  Chinese 
government  is  much  excited  over  the  re- 
port that  Corea  has  agreed  to  a  Russian 
protectorate.  Corea  has  always  been 
claimed  by  China  as  a  dependency.  The 
Coreans,  however,  dislike  the  Chinese 
yoke,  and  have  always  been  restive 
under  it.  Surprise  is  expressed  among 
foreign  residents  at  Shanghai  that  Russia 
should  take  a  step,  if  it  has  been  taken, 
so  likely  to  provoke  a  conflict  with 
China.  This  Russia  has  endeavored 
heretofore  to  avoid.  It  is  said  that  Rus- 
sia wants  Corea  as  a  depot  for  naval 
operations  better  situated  than  the  bar- 
ren northeastern  shores  of  Russia  and 
Asia. 


Well,  He  Should 
New  York,  Aug. 
house  authoritii.'s  will  collect  duties  on 
the  yacht  Conqaeror,  which  was  import- 
ed by  Frederick  W.  Vanderbilt  some 
time  ago.  Offirers  have  been  sent  out 
to  look  for  the  boat,  and  she  will  be 
seized  when  found.  Mr.  Vanderbilt  in- 
tends to  take  the  case  into  court  and 
fight  the  government  on  the  points  of  its 
rights  to  collect  duties  on  his  yacht.  If 
duties  are  final  iy  collected  he  will  have 
to  pay  about  §25,000. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  Aug.  27.— Early  this 
morning  a  fast  passenger  train  went 
through  a  bridge  over  Third  creek  in  the 
Western  North  Carolina  railway.  The 
train  was  filled  with  people.  Many  of 
them  were  Tennessee  people  returning 
from  coast  resorts.  The  wreck  is  com- 
plete. Very  few  escaped  death,  as  the 
bridge  is  sixty  feet  high.  Up  to  i  :3o 
thirty-six  bodies  had  been  recovered 
from  the  wreck.  Particulars  are  as  yet 
very  meagre. 

It  is  reported  that  forty  passengers 
were  killed  and  twenty-five  injured.  Re- 
lief was  sent  to  the  scene  early  this 
morning. 

While  the  names  of  none  of  the  dead 
and  injured  can  be  learned,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  telegraph  wires  from  ihe 
scene  of  the  shocking  accident  are  down, 
enough  is  known  of  the  passengers 
aboard  the  ill-fated  train  to  say  that  the 
disaster  will  bring  grief  to  more  hearts 
than  have  at  one  time  bled  in  the  central 
South  for  many  years.  Most  of  those  on 
the  train  were  wealthy  and  well  known 
people,  prominent  through  North  Caro- 
lina and  the  eastern  South. 

The  scene  of  the  wreck  is  said  to  be 
an  awful  one.  But  little  progress  had 
been  made  up  to  a  late  hour  in  recover- 
ing the  dead  but  the  wounded  had  been 
tenderly  removed  and  taken  to  private 
houses  and  other  places  of  shelter  where 
thsv  are  being  cared  for. 

It  is  said  that  the  wreck  was  caused 
by  the  fact  that  a  rail  had  been  entirely 
removed  from  the  track  at  the  entrance 
to  the  bridge  causing  the  whole  train  to 
go  into  the  river.  From  the  meager 
news  received  it  is  certain  that  between 
thirty  and  forty  people  were  killed  and 
others  injured.  Auditor  Randerlin,  of 
this  state,  is  reported  among  the  passen- 
gers. There  is  much  anxiety  here  as 
friends  and  relatives  of  citizens  are  re- 
turning from  the  mountains   every  day. 

The  Gruesome  Search  Over. 
New  York,  Aug.  27.— It  is  intended 
to  bury  all  the  unidentified  dead  of  the 
Park  Place  horror  tomorrow,  as  the  bod- 
ies are  so  badly  decomposed.  Sixty-one 
bodies  have  been  taken  out,  and  there 
are  no  more  in  the  ruins.  The  verified 
list  of  the  missing  shows  thirty-five  per- 
sons unaccounted  for.  The  number  of 
unidentified  dead  taken  from  the  ruins  is 
seventeen.  Allowing  that  seventeen  of 
the  missing  persons  are  represented  by 
the  unknown  dead,  eighteen  are  still  un- 
accounted for.  They  are  not  in  the 
ruins,  and  if  not,  comes  the  natural 
query  whether,  owing  to  the  fierceness 
of  the  flames  which  raged  several  hours, 
some  of  the  bodies  were  not  entirel 
consumed. 

STORMS   IN  AUSTRIA. 

Many  Killed  by  the  Lightning  and 
Much  Damage  Done. 

Vienna,  Aug.  27.— A  terrible  storm 
swept  over  the  Trieste  district  causing  a 
number  of  fatalities.  At  Tualis  on  the 
Italian  frontier  lightning  struck  a  church 
while  the  edifice  was  crowded  with 
women  and  children.  A  panic  ensued, 
the  people  making  a  mad  rush  for  the 
doors.  Order  was  finally  restored. 
Many  people  have  been  killed. 

Many  bridges  and  houses  have  been 
destroyed  and  much  other  damage 
caused  by  the  floods  in  Carinthia.  The 
river  Drave  rose  nine  feet  and  flooded 
Arnoldstein.  In  Northern  Italy  the 
holiday  resorts  are  suffering  from  the 
excessive  rains.  Railway  traffic  near 
Colitha  has  been  stopped  by  an  overflow 
of  Lake  of  Levana. 


Many  Foreign  Delegates  Present  at  the 
Opening  Session. 
Washington,  Aug.  27.— The  first  ses- 
sion of  the  fifth  international  congress  of 
geologists  was  held  this  afternoon.  Of 
the    500    members    of  the  congress  300 

have  already  arrived. 

Among  the  members  present  are  many 
eminent  geologists  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  including  representatives  of  nearly 
all  of  the  great  scientific  institutions  of 
Europe  and  America.  Foreign  members 
of  the  congress  have  already  arrived 
from  Austria-Hungary,  Canada,  Chile, 
France,  Germany,  Great  Britain,  Mexico, 
Roumania,  Russia,  Sweden  and  Switzer- 
land. 

A  Mass  of  Flags. 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  Aug.  27.— The  pa- 
rade of  Union  veterans  occurred  this 
forenoon,  the  line  of  march  being  short- 
ened on  account  of  the  feebleness  of  a 
good  many  of  the  veterans.  The  column 
was  a  mass  of  American  flags,  nearly 
everv  member  carrying  agood  sized  one. 
It  made  a  beautiful  sight.  The  parade 
was  reviewed  by  the  city  officials  and 
then  the  veterans  went  to  Forest  City 
park  to  hold  a  picnic.  Commander 
Voder  will  announce  his  staff  tomorrow 
and  the  Woman s  Relief  corps  will  chose 
their  officers. 
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Conservatives  Joyful. 
London,  Aug.  27.— The  conservatives 
claim  that  they  have  reason  to  congratu- 
late themselves  upon  the  result  of  the 
Lonisham  elections.  While  it  is  true 
that  Viscount  Lewisham  carried  the  bor- 
ough by  good  majority  in  1885  and  1886 
yet  Lewisham  has  for  many  years  been 
closely  attached  to  the  Dartmouth  fam- 
ilv,  so  that  no  real  test  of  strength  could 
be  had  with  a  member  of  that  Tamilv  as 
a  candidate.  Therefore  Wednesday's 
election  was  the  first  real  trial  of  the 
strength  between  the  parties  on  existing 

issues.

St.  Louis,  Aug.  27.— The  preparations 
for  the  grandest  street  illumination 
which  this  city  has  ever  shown  are  rap- 
idly nearing  completion.  An  army  of 
workmen  has  been  busy  during  the 
past  week  erecting  gas  pipe  arches  and 
columns  along  the  principal  business 
streets.  These  pipes  and  arches  are  be- 
decked with  tens  of  thousands  of  varied 
colored  globes  and  already  present  a 
beautiful  appearance. 

Many  electrical  devices  of  varied,  in- 
tricate and  beautiful  design  are  being 
constructed  at  street  corners  and  public 
squares.  Along  Twelfth  street  for  a  dis- 
tance of  ten  blocks  that  wide  thorough- 
fare is  spanned  by  double  arches  and 
a  colossial  triumphalarch  is  being  placed 
in  position  at  the  corner  of  Pine  and 
Twelfth  streets.  This  will  support  a 
statue  fiftv-five  feet  high  representing 
Liberty  enlightening  the  world. 

The  first  grand  illumination  will  take 
place  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  2.  The  dis- 
play will  be  repeated  frequently  during 
the  fall  festivities  and  exposition  season, 
which  it  inaugurates  next  Wednesday. 

American  Cattle  in  Bond. 
Ottawa,  Ont.,  Aug.  27.-  In  the  senate 
Premier  Abbott  stated  that  the  most 
severe  precautions  would  be  adopted  in 
regard  to  the  importation  of  American 
cattle  in  bond  for  slaughter  in  Canada 
and  shipment  to  Great  Britain,  adding 
that  if  it  was  found  that  the  privilege  en- 
dangered Canada's  cattle  trade  with 
Great  Britain,  the  government  would 
cancel  it. 

Number  of  Seals  Taken. 
San  Francisco,  Aug.  27.  W.  H. 
Williams,  special  treasury  agent  at  Seal 
islands,  Alaska,  reports  the  total  num- 
ber of  seals  taken  by  the  North  Ameri- 
can Commercial  company,  since  Aug.  i, 
1890,  at  7234.  He  estimates  the  number 
taken  by  poachers  at  40,000. 

Mellette's  Proclamation. 
Pierre,  S.  I).,  Aug.  27.— Governor 
Mellette  issued  his  proclamation  today 
appointing  Tuesday,  Nov.  3,  as  the  day 
of  the  special  election  to  choose  a  suc- 
cessor in  congress  to  the  late  John  R. 
Gamble.

The  women's  wounds  are  not  fatal,  but 
Miller  will  probably  die.  The  refusal  of 
his  wife  to  live  with  him  was  the  cause 
of  the  tragedy. 

Frosts  in  Canada. 
Winnipeg,  Aug.  27.— There  was  frost 
in  many  parts  of  the  province  and  in 
Southern  Manitoba,  the  mercury  drop- 
ping to  28  degrees  at  Deloraine.  North- 
western Manitoba  was  also  affected. 
The  damage  to  crops  can  not  yet  be 
estimated. 

A  Murdered  Man  Found. 
Ocala,  Fla.,  Aug.  27.— The  body  of  a 
colored  man,  supposed  to  be  Geo.  Will- 
iams is  found.  The  man  had  evidently 
been  murdered  as  there  was  a  pistol  shot 
wound  through  his  heart.  There  is  no 
clue  to  the  murderer.  But  it  is  thought 
the  negro  desperado  Murray,  committed 
the  crime.    Great  excitement  prevails.

SOMK  SLUiHT  IMPEDIMENTS. 

Our  friends  over  the  bay  have  long 
kicked  in  the  traces  because  Duluth  has 
so  firm  a  sinch  on  the  grain  business  of 
the  Northwest.  According  to  the  Su- 
perior Telegram  of  last  night: 

assurance  is  given  that  witliin  one  year  West 
Superior  will  become  the  greatest  grain  market 
in  the  West,  buying  and  selling  her  own  wheat 
and  distributing  it  to  the  markets  of  the  world. 
The  long-lo»>ktHl-for  time  of  deliverance  from 
the  last  and  strongest  cinch  Duluth  has  ever 
had  upon  the  commercial  interests  of  this  city  is 
at  hand. 

The  way  they  propose  to  do  it  is  un- 
folded as  follows:  "One  Edward  Ken- 
nedy broached  a  proposition  to  Chair- 
man Walsh,  of  the  railroad  commission, 
a  short  time  ago  to  have  the  elevators  at 
Superior  adopt  the  North  Dakota  stan- 
dard, and  it  was  at  once  acted  upon.  The 
result  was  a  conference  between  the 
commission  and  Jim  Hill  at  Duluth  last 
night,  at  which  Hill  endorsed  the  scheme 
and  the  meeting  here  today  settled  it 
practically.  A  board  of  trade  will  at 
once  commence  operations.  The  citizens 
have  the  assurance  of  the  commission 
that,  officially  and  otherwise,  they  stand 
pledged  for  North  Dakota  to  put  their 
whole  wheat  on  the  market  under  their 
own  state  grade  through  this  market." 

Such  a  project  might  work,  but  for  a 
few  slight  defects  in  the  plan.'.The  grain 
buyers  of  the  world  have  no  knowledge 
of  North  Dakota  grades  or  a  Superior 
board  of  trade,  while  they  have  been 
buying  wheat  for  years  on  the  Duluth 
grade  and  on  the  Duluth  board.  It 
would  take  time  and  labor  to  build  up  a 
rival  inspection  and  board  of  trade. 
Then  too,  who  are  to  say  where  the  Da- 
kota wheat  shall  be  shipped?  Who 
owns  that  wheat  when  it  leaves  the  rail- 
way elevators  and  farms  for  market? 
Certainly  not  the  Dakota  grain  commis- 
sioners nor  yet  the  farmers.  Probably 
in  no  single  year  has  Duluth  received  a 
million  bushels  of  wheat  the  property  of 
its  growers.  It  is  sold  to  shippers, 
agents  of  elevator  companies,  millers, 
and  associations,  who  are  stationed  at 
every  siding  in  the  wheat  territory.  Will 
these  owners  ship  on  an  unknown  grade 
or  to  a  place  that  has  no  market,  no 
money,  no  machinery  for  handling  the 
trade,  no  name? 

Not  if  they  know  themselves. 

A  little  telegram  on  the  third  column 
of  this  page  will  be  of  interest  in  this 
connection. 


DULITHIAXS  FOR  DULITH. 

The  specifications  for  the  government 
building  to  be  erected  in  Duluth  it  an 
early  date  call  for  Bedford,  Indiana, 
limestone,  as  the  chief  material  of  out- 
side construction.  A  question  naturally 
rises  regarding  this  material,  and  it  is  a 
question  about  which  The  Herald  will 
have  more  to  say  as  time  goes  on,  when 
some  little  investigations  now  being  made 
are  completed. 

Bedford  stone  is  not  better  than  the 
red  Potsdam  sandrock  immediately 
about  Duluth;  in  fact  it  is  stated  by  com- 
petent stone  and  quarry  men  to  be  not 
so  good  either  in  crushing  strength,  in 
beauty  or  in  ease  of  working.  It  is 
characteristic  of  nothing,  unless  it  may 
be  prison  labor  and  a  rake-ofif  in  the 
office  of  the  supervising  architect;  while 
red  or  brown  sandstone  will  make  the 
fine  new  building  emblematic  of  Duluth 
in  more  ways  than  one.  The  Bedford 
stone  is  no  cheaper — to  the  contractor  or 
the  people  who  finally  pay  for  the  struc- 
ture than  the  Duluth  stone, and  Builder 
Leach,  who  is  now  making  arrange- 
ments to  begin  work,  states  that  he 
would  gladly  substitute  one  for  the  other 
if  the  supervising  architect  would  change 
the  specifications.  He  also  states  that 
this  substitution  has  frequently  been 
made  before  for  less  cause  than  The 
Herald  believes  can  be  shown  in  this 
case. 

Let  us  see  to  it  that  the  Duluth  public 
building  is  a  monument  to  home  pro- 
duct, as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it 
so,  that  it  is  built  by  honest  labor  and 
that  the  half  dozen  Duluth  quarrymen 
have  a  chance  to  get  some  of  the  money 
that  is  to  go  into  it.  Why  should  a  stone 
that  is  in  the  walls  of  our  beautiful  Ly- 
ceum, our  Masonic  Temple,  our  High 
school,  our  churches  and  dozens  of  other 
local  buildings,  and  that  is  sent  to  all 
parts  of  this  broad  land,  be  rejected  in  a 
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building    that,  above    all  others,  should 
represent  Duluth? 


REGISTERING  LAND  TITi-Ea 

The  state  of  Massachussetts  last  win- 
tor  appointed  a  special  legislative  com- 
mittee to  look  up  the  question  of  a  safer 
and  less  cumbersome  method  of  regis- 
tering titles  and  conveying  lands.  It  is 
now  in  session  and  is  considering  the 
Torrcns  and  the  Block  systems,  the 
former  of  which  is  in  use  in  Manitoba 
and  several  Canadian  provinces  as  well 
as  in  Australia,  and  the  latter  is  giving 
the  best  of  satisfaction  in  New  York. 
The  Boston  Journal  speaking  of  the 
matter  savs  "there  was  the  same  predis- 
position in  favor  of  the  Torrens  system 
in  New  York  city  that  there  is  in  some 
circles  here  in  Boston.  In  fact,  four  of 
the  five  commissicMiers  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  subject  were  originally  parti- 
sans of  the  Torrens  system,  but  before 
the  inquiry  ended  they  had  been  won 
over  to  the  other  view  of  the  case,  which 
was  also  almost  unanimously  indorsed 
by  the  New  York  legislature." 

The  Block  indexing  system  of  regis- 
tering titles  has  been  in  operation  in 
New  York  since  last  January,  and 
has  been  completely  successful.  Inas- 
much as  a  system  of  registration  of  l.-fiul 
titles  which  has  proved  acceptable  to 
New  York  would  naturally  be  likely  to 
meet  the  situation  elsewhere,  in  Western 
cities  as  well  as  Eastern,  it  would  be  a 
wise  idea  to  agitate  the  question  before 
the  next  Minnesota  legislature.  Too 
much  money  has  been  lost  in  this  state 
and  city  by  insecure  titles,  and  by  the 
operations  of  title  sharks  who  prey  on 
technical  violations  of  the  present  com- 
plex systems,  to  permit  either  the  state 
or  Duluth  to  be  negligent  in  such  a  mat- 
ter. 


A  BELLAMISTIC  ITOPIA. 

That  co-operation  in  housekeeping,  as 
in  other  affairs  of  lesser  or  perhaps 
greater  moment,  may  conduce  to  econ- 
omy is  unquestioned.  Many  who  have 
figured  out  the  saving  are  constantly  at- 
tempting to  solve  the  problem  of  how  to 
do  it.  Down  in  Reading.  Pennsylvania, 
they  are  inaugurating  a  co-operative 
housekeeping  scheme  of  which  the  gen- 
eral plan  is  about  as  follows: 

The  project  is  to  establish  a  community  of 
persons  and  their  families  on  a  tract  of  sixty 
acres.  The  tract  is  circular  in  form,  with  two 
circular  carriage  drives,  one  forty  feet  wide,  en- 
circling it,  and  the  other  thirty  feet  wide, 
around  the  central  buildings.  Tlie  stockholders 
are  to  be  limited  to  about  twenty-five  men,  with 
families.  Each  is  to  purchase  not  less  than  an 
acre  of  ground,  on  which  to  erect  a  dwelling- 
house,  and  lay  out  his  property  in  good  order. 
In  the  center  of  the  tract  are  to  be  put  up  large 
buildings,  to  be  used  as  a  dining  hall,  library 
and  reading  room.s,  ten-pin  alley  and  other 
apartments  which  can  be  used  in  common, 
while  croquet,  lawn  tennis  and  ball  grounds  are 
to  be  located  near  by.  All  the  cooking  is  to  be 
done  in  the  main  central  building.  A  competent 
cook  is  to  have  charge  and  the  expenses  are  to 
fall  on  the  families  in  proportion  to  their  num- 
ber. Every  member  is  to  have  a  deed  in  foe 
simple  to  his  property,  but  he  can  only  sell  to  a 
person  not  objectionable  to  all  the  others. 

This  plan  is  but  an  elaboration  of  an 
idea  conceived  a  short  time  ago  by  cer- 
tain Duluth  young  men,  but  so  far  not 
carried  into  operation.  There  are  many 
advantages  in  such  a  co-operative  colony 
as  that  outlined  above,  or  on  a  smaller 
scale,  but  there  are  difficulties  born  of 
individual  tastes,  of  uncongenial  ideas, 
of  the  possible  injection  of  one  cross- 
grained  family,  or  of  half  a  hundred 
other  potentialities  that  make  the  Read- 
ing idea  somewhat  doubtful.  The  pro- 
jectors of  such  plans  for  an  earthly 
Utopia  should  recollect  the  failure  of  the 
Evanston  ladies  last  winter  and  beware. 


A  few  interesting  figures  of  the  late 
record  breaking  trip  of  the  steamship 
Teutonic  are  given  elsewhere.  Suppose 
there  were  American  passenger  vessels 
on  the  lakes  that  would  give  a  fraction 
of  the  accommodation  of  these  ocean 
racers  and  were  of  reasonable  speed, 
equal  in  fact  to  the  freight  ships  of  the 
lakes.  Suppose  they  were  managed  in 
a  way  to  invite  travelers  and  hold  travel 
and  to  spread  a  reputation  for  good 
table,  courteous  officials,  speed  and  com- 
fort. Suppose  the  railways  co-operated 
with  them  in  giving  through  rates  and 
quick  transfers  and  in  advertising  the 
beauty  of  the  trip  and  the  summer 
climate  of  northern  lake  cities.  Suppose 
there  was  a  great  summer  hotel  at  Du- 
luth. and  at  other  points  about  Lake  Su- 
perior— Isle  Royale,  Vermilion  Lake. 
Grand  Marais,  Grand  Rapids,  at  a  dozen 
points  between  here  and  the  Sault.  Don't 
you  suppose  there  would  be  business  for 
all  and  an  influx  of  summer  travel  such 
as  the  Northwest  has  never  dreamed  of? 
Of  course  there  would.  Some  day  all 
those  suppositions  wiH  become  realities. 

One  can  gain  an  idea  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  coming  World's  fair  at  Chicago 
from  the  statement  that  its  steam  and 
electric  plant  as  now  designed,  will  ag- 
gregate about  25,000  horse  power.  The 
great  Corliss  engine  at  the  Centennial 
developed  1456  hoKse  power,  and  at  Paris 
in  1880,  6000  horse  power  was  required  to 
drive  the  machinery.  The  machinery 
hall  of  the  coming  exhibition  will  have 
six  lines  of  shafting  each  800  feet  long 
and  there  will  be  twenty-four  engines 
with  a  capacity  of  125  to  200  horse  power 
each.  The  combined  pumping  plant  is 
expected  to  have  a  capacity  of  40,000,- 
000  gallons  daily.

THE  QUEEN  OF  THE  SEA. 


A  few  figures  of  the  magnificent  race 
across  the  Atlantic  by  the  steamshij) 
Teutonic  last  week  will  be  of  interest. 
The  host  records  of  the  three  fastest 
transatlantic  liners  show  that  the  Teu- 
tonic traveled  at  the  rate  of  a  sea  mile 
in  2.c)|;i)iuinutes,the  Majestic  in  2.cjS4and 
the  City  of  Paris  in  2.c>i)8.  The  Majestic 
ran  at  the  rate  of  20.104  knots  an  hour 
and  the  Teutonic  at  20,^57,  a  good 
iiuarter  of  a  knot  faster.  The  City  of 
Paris  ct)vered  1^17  knots  in  three  days 
and  the  Teutonic  15^2  knots.  The  best 
day's  run  ever  made  by  the  City  of  Paris 
was  515  knots;  the  Teutonic  was  517. 
The  Teutonic  beats  the  Majestic  from 
land  to  land  bv  one  hour  and  thirty- 
si'ven  minutes  and  the  City  of  Paris  by 
two  hours  and  forty-seven  minutes. 

'The  'Teutonic  is  565.8  feet  long,  57.8 
wide  and  3g.2  deep.  She  was  built  by 
Harland  Ct  Wollf  at  Belfast  in  i88g.  Her 
engiiit;^  developed  about  iq.qpo  horse 
power  while  making  the  best  runs  and 
reached  eighty-one  turns  a  minute.  'The 
average  for  the  voyage  was  a  bit  under 
eighty.  'The  Majestic  aver.aged  seventy- 
eight  turns  and  19,500  horse  power.  The 
Teutonic  brought  over  1500  passengers, 
one  of  the  largest  lists  on  record.  The 
passengers  received  a  menu  card  with 
the  record  of  the  ship's  voyoge  printed 
on  it  as  a  souvenir.

'•The  road  is  having  a  good  business," 

said  he.  "and  we  have  on  hand  more 
than  we  can  well  attend  to  in  the  line  of 
improvements.  1  shall  start  at  once  to 
lay  out  the  train  yard  for  the  new  union 
depot  and  a  big  piece  of  work  it  will  be. 
The  yard  will  run  between  the  present 
main  track  and  Kastern  Minnesota  road 
from  the  I'nion  depot  to  the  street  rail- 
way power  house.  Six  new  tracks  will 
have  to  be  laid.  There  will  be  two  sets 
of  these  tracks,  arranged  on  the  diagonal 
plan  so  that  switching  can  be  done  with 
the  least  work. 

•'I  shall  hrst  put  a  lot  of  old  ties  down 
through  the  swamp  on  which  a  track 
will  be  laid.  Then  we  will  haul  dirt  in 
by  train  over  this  track  and  till 
whole  swamp  on  the  north  side 
present  tracks.  In  another  year 
swamp  property  will  be  filled 
covered  with  tracks." 

As  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  controls  a 
strip  of  land  in  the  marsh  200  feet  wide 
and  extending  from  the  foot  of  First 
avenue  west  a  mile  or  more  westerly, 
which  is  now  about  half  covered  w ith 
termin.il  vards  and  tracks,  the  force  of 
Superintendent  Copeland's  statement 
may  be  seen.

It  may  be  questioned 
whether  or  not  this  work  is  not  decided 
on  at  this  date,  in  part  because  of  the  ex- 
pectation of  a  general  terminal  system 
of  which  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  and 
Northern  Pacific  tracks  shall  be  a  large 
part. 

The  work  of  putting  the  gravel  under 
the  track  on  the  Fond  du  Lac  line  will 
be  prosecuted  with  vigor  from  now  on 
and  the  new  steel  rails  substituted  for 
the  old  one.

A  couple  of  government  ensineers 
have  just  returned  to  civilization  from 
the  wilds  about  Red  lake,  to  which  point 
the  Duluth  &  Wmnipej;  road  is  heading,'. 

They  say  that  for  miles,  as  far  as  the 
eye  can  see,  the  west  shore  of  Red  lake 
and  of  Red  Lake  river  running  from  it, 
is  one  vast  marsh,  teeming  with  all  sorts 
of  water  fowl,  and  covered  with  rank 
slough  grass  growing  to  a  height  ot  ten 
feet.  At  the  northern  extremity  are  the 
narrows,  an  isthmus  loo  feet  wide  con- 
necting the  lower  lake  with  the  upper. 
The  latter  has  only  been  exuloreu  by 
Indians  so  far  as  any  record  of  its  pro- 
portions is  concerned.  On  the  north- 
west of  it  is  the  Tamarack  river,  which 
the  Indians  describe  as  larger  than  any 
of  the  lower  lake  tributaries. 

There  is  heavy  pine  and  tamarack 
timber  in  the  northeast  and  south  of  the 
lake.  It  is  just  as  wild  today,  except  for 
the  marks  of  Indian  habitation,  as  it  was 
w  hen  Columbus  set  foot  on  the  coast  and 
thanked  his  stars  for  getting  ashore 
somewhere.  .An  interesting  point  on 
the  east  shore  of  the  lake  is  the  mouth 
of  Battle  river,  which  is  thus  named 
from  the  fact  that  there  the  Chippewas 
and  the  Sioux  fought  their  last  battle. 
The  Indian  mounds  on  the  river  banks 
proclaim  that  many  a  dusky  hero  has 
tound  his  last  resting  place  here  by  the 
Red  Lake  of  the  North. 


HENKY  RETURNS. 


The  ex- Assistant  Postmaster  is  Here 
on  $500  Bail. 
\Vm.  F.  Henry,  ex-assistant  post- 
master, returned  from  St.  Paul  this 
morning  and  spent  a  full  hour  in  the  of- 
tice  of  the  board  of  public  works.  When 

seen  by  a  Herald  representative  he 
seemed  to  feel  hurt  over  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  been  treated  by  the  papers, 
but  when  asked  if  the  statements  made 
concerning  him  were  not  true  he  said 
that  it  would  all  come  out  at  the  hearing 
in  Minneapolis. 

"I  have  not  done  anything  for  which  I 
will  be  hung,"  said  Henry  in  a  jocular 
way,  "and  I  am  not  going  to  skip  out  of 
town  either." 

When  Henry  came  back  from  St.  Paul 
he  had  no  intention  of  giving  up  his  posi- 
trtm  as  secretary  of  the  board  of  public 
works,  if  he  could  in  any  way  retain  it. 
With  this  object  in  view  he  sought  legal 
advice  to  help  him.  The  board,  on  the 
other  hand,  were  just  as  determined 
that  he  should  remain  clerk  no  longer 
than  today,  and  that  if  he  would  not  re- 
sign they  would  have  to  discharge  him 
and  put  another  man  in  his  place. 

A  meeting  of  the  board  was  held  at  3 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  At  3:30  o'clock 
Mr.  Henry  was  out  in  the  hall  and 
the  board  was  waiting  to  have 
him  give  in  his  resignation.  At  present 
writing  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  will  be 
removed,  as  Henry  claims  that  he  is  in- 
nocent of  the  charges  made  against  him. 
To  say  that  the  members  of  the  board 
are  warm  over  his  stubbornness  is  put- 
ting the  matter  very  mildly. 

Postmaster  Howard  is  a  little  wrathy 
over  the  incorrectness  of  the  interview 
with  him  given  by  this  morning's  Trib- 
une. Evervthing  he  said  was  misrepre- 
sented. He  did  not  promise  anyone  that 
he  would  say  nothing  about  Henrv's 
wrongdoing,  for  he  had  already  put  the 
facts  in  possession  of  the  inspector,  but 
he  did  promise  Henry's  mother  that  he 
would  not  circulate  the  matter.  And  he 
kept  his  word,  saying  nothiiig  to  any- 
bod\  except  Messrs.  R.  A.  Costello  and 
Capt.  Farrell,  who  came  to  him  as  friends 
of  Henry  for  information.  These  gentle- 
men never  asked  him  to  keep  the  matter 
secret,  as  stated  by  the  Tribune. 
C  When  the  Tribune  reporter  asked  Mr. 
Howard  if  the  report  that  Henry,  having 
discovered  certain  irregularities  in 
Truax's  contract,  had  been  persecuted 
to  get  him  out  of  the  board  of  works, 
Mr.  Howard  denied  ever  having  heard 
of  such  a  thing.  .Mr.  Howard  also  told 
the  Tribune  man  that  he  knew  nothing 
about  the  statements  connecting  Grue- 
sen's  name  with  the  affair,  except  in  so 
far  as  it  appeared  in  The  Herald  last 
night,  ana  that  much  he  knew.

Fargo  reports  that  St.  Vincent,  Minne- 
wauken,  Michigan  City  and  Bathgate 
North  Dakota,  report  heavy  frost.  Lari- 
more  light  frost.  Re|)orts  indicate  no 
frost  in  this  immediate  section.  Weather 
clear  and  cool,  thermometer  65.

Bonanza  Farmer  Dalrymple  on  the  Lksss  by 
Frost  In  His  Section. 

Oliver  Dalrymple,  the  North  Dakota 
bonanza  farmer,  is  quite  confident  that 
no  serious  damage  had  been  done,  tak- 
ing fields  as  a  whole.  He  based  his  esti- 
mate on  his  own  crop, 

"I  have  forty-six  sections,"  he  said, 
"and  forty  of  them  escaped  frost,  so  far 
as  1  have  been  able  to  judge  after  quite 
a  careful  examination.  Six  sections  are 
more  or  less  damaged,  but  not  to  exceed 
one  grade,  I  think.  The  wheat  is  there 
and  the  weight  is  there,  but  I  think  the 
wheat  will  be  cut  on  the  averatre  from  i 
hard  to  i  northern.  I  estimate  that  the 
damage  by  frost  in  the  state  will  run 
about  as  on  my  farm.  I  mean  of  couise 
where  there  was  frost.  This  must  be  re- 
membered, that  allowing  the  more  liberal 
estimates  for  frost  the  farmers  will  then 
have  more  wheat  than  they  raised  last 
year,  or  any  year.  It  is  a  splendid  crop." 

Mr.  Dalyrymple  did  not  care  to  talk 
too  much  about  his  harvest,  but  estimat- 
ing seventeen  bushels  to  the  acre  he  will 
send  to  market  nearly  half  a  million 
bushels  of  wheat. 

The  estimate  made  last  week  as  to  the 
wheat  crop  of  the  three  states  seems  to 
have  been  about  right,  as  shown  bv  the 
acreage  reports.  This  was  140,000,000 
for  the  three  states  as  low  water  mark, 
and  increasing  to  100,000,000  if  early 
threshings  should  hold  out.  Minnesota 
was  allowed  58,000,000  bushels.  North 
Dakota,  46.000,000  and  South  Dakota, 
36,000:000  on  the  lowest  estimate.

Tkoy,  N.  N.,  Aug.  28. — There  was  a 
cloudburst  in  the  mountains  near  Sand 
Lake  yesterday  afternoon  and  the  dam- 
age resulting  was  the  heaviest  that  has 
ever  visited  this  vicinitv  from  such  a 
cause.  The  heavy  rainfall  of  the  past 
two  days  had  swollen  the  mountain 
streams'  that  enter  into  Glass  House 
lake  into  torrents.  The  lake  rose  rapid- 
ly, but  no  fears  were  entertained  until 
the   cloudburst   occurred. 

Then  the  heavens  seemed  to  open  and 
the  rain  came  down  in  sheets.  Nothing 
like  it  had  ever  been  experienced,  and 
for  several  hours  the  storm  did  not  abate 
a  particle,  but  seemed  rather  to  increase. 
Glass  House  lake  rose  with  startling  rap- 
idity and  soon  the  inhabitants  began  to 
feel  uneasy.  In  a  little  while  the  water 
commenced  to  creep  up  towards  the 
Glass  House  hotel  which  was  filled  with 
guests.  Consternation  seized  them  all 
and  it  was  feared  the  hotel  would  be 
pulled  from  its  foundation.  It  was  not 
long  before  the  first  story  had  to  be 
abandoned  and  all  the  inmates  congre- 
gated on  the  upper  floors,  where  the 
alarming  rise  was  watched  with  fear  and 
trembling.  The  water  soon  flooded  the 
first  floor  and  rose  as  high  as  the 
top  of  the  barn.  An  effort  was  made  to 
reach  the  stable  where  several  horses 
and  other  stock  were  confined,  but  the 
water  was  too  deep.  The  barn  was  soon 
carried  away.  All  the  horses  perished. 
On  went  the  flood  towards  Slighters 
Corners,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
away,  sweeping  before  it  bridges  and 
buildings  and  carrying  terror  to  the 
hearts  of  farmers  who  felt  that  their 
labor  of  years    would    be    swept    away. 

The  water  rushed  on  toward  Averill 
park  and  spread  out  over  the  flats  until 
between  the  baptist  and  presbyterian 
churches  it  extended  over  the  prolific 
crops  nearly  a  mile  wide.  Everything 
went  before  it,  and  the  country  for  miles 
around  was  flooded.  Af  far  as  the  vil- 
lage of  Wyanskill,  200  yards  wide,  the 
water  rushed  on.  Several  are  missing. 
It  is  expected  that  when  communication 
is  restored  there  will  be  reports  of  deaths. 
The  damage  is  placed  at  Jiioo.ooo.  The 
cutting  away  of  the  mountain  forests  is 
largely  responsible  for  this  and  similar 
floods.  All  travel  on  the  east  side  of  the 
river  was  suspended,  and  New  York 
trains  this  morning  went  down  on  the 
west  side  to  Albany.

Lincoln,  Neb.  Aug.  28.— Mrs.  Frank 
Austin,  a  sister  of  Gertie  Harris,  the 
girl  victim  of  the  Denver  abortionist,  to- 
day said  that  Gertie  left  Lincoln  about 
two  months  since  for  Denver  for  the 
purpose  of  hiding  her  shame.  When 
her  father  discovered  her  situation  he 
vainly  enaeavored  to  induce  Wm.  Turn- 
er, the  man  in  the  case,  to  make  her  his 
wife.  The  latter  declined  but  promised 
to  send  her  to  Denver  and  supply  her 
financial  needs  while  she  was  being 
treated  for  an  abortion.  Turner  failed 
to  keep  his  promise  and  she  received 
some  financial  aid  from  a  young  man 
named  Frankel,  with  whom  she  was  in- 
timate. Gertie  Harris'  father  lives  in 
this  city.  He  is  poor  but  respectable 
and  when  she  wrote  him  for  money  he 
was  unable  to  send  it.  Gertie  Harris 
says  she  paid  S25  to  procure  an  abortion 
and  that  the  woman  was  demanding 
more.

grant.  The  work  required  the  mapping 
of  all  sections,  swamps,  and  lakes. 

Nothing  could  be  more  thorough  than 
the  requirements  of  this  work,  and  it 
shows  in  the  most  convincing  manner 
that  Elk  lake,  which  Capt.  Glazier 
claims  to  have  disoivered  in  1881,  is  the 
only  consideiable  contributor  to  lake 
itasca.

MiNNEAPOi.is,  Aug.  28.— The  Sons  of 
Veterans  elected  Barton  S.  Weeks,  of 
New  York,  commander-in-chief  on  the 
twenty-first  ballot.

REPORT  CONFIRMED. 


No  Doubt  now   Expressed  That  the 

Chilean  War  is 

Over. 


London,  Aug.  28.— Advices  at  the 
Chilean  legation  fully  confirm  the  news 
of  Balmaceda  s  victory.  The  members 
of  the  legation  were  at  their  offices  much 
later  than  usual  last  night,  waiting  for 
further  news  and  their  smiling  faces 
were  sufficient  to  assure  the  visitor  that 
what  they  had  received  was  satisfactory. 
Mr.  Pereira  siid  the  insurrection  was 
now  at  an  enc ,  but  that  there  had  been 
no  doubt  fron  the  beginning  as  to  what 
the  end  would  be.  He  declined  to  ex- 
press an  opinion  as  to  what  punish- 
ment would  be  meted  out  to  the  rebels, 
saying  that  the  laws  of  Chile  provided 
for  that.  Neither  was  he  willing  to  re- 
veal the  contents  of  any  dispatch  allud- 
ing to  Bolivia 

Senor  Pereira,  however,  both  by  his 
tone  and  manner,  showed  that  things 
would  go  hard  with  the  captive  leaders 
of  the  rebellion,  and  also  with  the  re- 
public that  had  recognized  the  insurg- 
ents. 

An  English  merchant,  who  had  just 
returned  from  Valparaiso,  said  it  is  diffi- 
cult for  a  I'uropean  to  imagine  the 
hatred  with  which  the  two  factions  of 
Chileans  regarded  each  other.  Its  in- 
tensity explains  the  horrible  slaughters 
that  have  occurred  during  the  war,  and 
the  refusal  to  give  quarter  by  land  or 
sea.  The  me  -chant  said  that  business 
was  virtually  at  a  standstill  in  Valpa- 
raiso, and  tha:  it  would  take  a  long  time 
to  regain  the  i:rade  that  had  been  lost. 
He  added  that  the  common  Chilean  sol- 
dier was  the  best  fighter  in  South 
America.  The  result  of  the  insurrection 
did  not  surprise  him  as  there  was  no 
widespread  popular  feeling  against  Bal- 
maceda. 

SOMKWIIAT  DOUBTED. 


At  WashinetoE  They  Are  Inclined  to  Doubt 
Balaaacada's  Victory. 

Washington,  Aug.  28.'-The  dispatch 

purporting  to  be  from  Valparaiso  which 

was  given  out  yesterday  by  the  Chilean 

minister  announcing    the    surrender    of 

the  so-called  insurgents  is  not  deemed 
reliable  here. 

In  diplomatic  circles  it  is  regarded  as 
a  fake.  Whether  the  fake  originated  in 
Washington.  New  York  or  Valparaiso 
no  one  ventures  to  say.  But  it  is  said 
neisher  the  state  department  nor  the 
diplomatic  corps  places  the  slightest  faith 
in  the  message. 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State  Wharton 
said  this  morr  ing  that  the  department 
had  no  official  information  of  the  Chilean 
ministers  having  received  any  dispatch 
from  Valparaiso  or  anywhere  else. 

Don't  Hear  at  Washington. 
Washington,  Aug.  28. — No  telegrams 
of  any  kind  have  been  received  at  either 
the  state  or  navy  departments  from  Chile 
todav. 


To  Compel  Sales  of  Food. 
St.  Pkteksburgh,  Aug.  28.--The 
town  council  of  Moscow  is  considering 
a  proposition  to  compel  all  employers 
to  furnish  all  their  employes  with  rye 
bread  at  a  normal,  or  about  one  half  the 
present,  price.  Experienced  persons 
says  that  the  rye  ukase  will  n.erely  have 
the  effect  of  enriching  a  few  dealers  who 
are  holding  grain  for  famine  prices.

An  Entire  Change  in  the  Plan  for  Get- 
ting Into  Duluth. 

The  Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  it  is  learned 
from  good  authority,  has  abandoned  its 
proposed  line  from  a  point  directly  back 
of  New  Duluth  to  Spirit  Lake.  From 
the  point  referred  to  it  is  figuring  on 
building  its  track  along  the  section  line 
to  the  northeast  corner  of  section  3, 
where  with  a  curve  to  the  south  of  five 
degrees  it  will  head  for  the  river,  paral- 
leling and  almost  touching  on  the  east 
the  plat  of  New  Duluth.  On  this  plan  it 
would  strike  the  river  just  below  Rich- 
ard's new  saw  mill  and  then  take  a  slant 
down  the  river  across  one  of  the  islands 
to  a  point  just  below  the  townsite  of  St. 
Louis.  As  the  plan  provides  for  the 
crossing  twenty-hve  feet  above  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth's  Fond  du  Lac  line,  it 
can  be  seen  that  but  a  slight  grade  would 
be  needed  to  take  the  road  over  the  hill 
to  a  connection  with  the  Red  W^ing 
tracks  toward  East  Superior. 

The  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  will  not  build 
into  either  Duluth  or  Superior.  That  is 
settled.  But  it  will  run  trains  to  both 
places.  That  is  why  Mr.  Plough  and 
his  party,  including  Mr.  Hoyt  of  the  Red 
Wing,  recently  made  their  trip  up  the 
Fond  du  Lac  road.  The  Winnipeg  will 
put  in  a  track  at  New  Duluth  curving  to 
the  east  which  will  connect  with  the  St. 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  road  a  couple  or 
three  blocks  below  the  Richards  mill 
and  all  its  trains  will  come  into  Duluth 
over  the  St.  Paul   &    Duluth.     Into    Su- 

gerior  it  will  go  over  the  Red  Wing  and 
elt  line  tracks.

They  Meet  and  Appoint  Committees 

Unfavorable  to  Me

Minneapolis,  Aug.  28.— The  demo- 
cratic patriots,  as  they  are  known  now, 
did  not  meet  for  conference  at  the  W^est 
until  about  1 1  o'clock.

A  FLOUR  INSPECTION. 


Soon  We  Shall  be  Getting  State  In- 
spection of  Potatoes. 

"I  am  informed  by  Chicago  parties," 
said  a  gentleman  in  the  grain  trade  here, 
"that  owing  to  the  reputation  of  Minne- 
sota flour  in  Liverpool  and  other  Euro- 
pean ports  they  are  desirous  on  that  side 
of  the  big  pond  to  have  a  system  of  flour 
inspection  started  on  this  side  which  will 
make  it  still  better  for  them  to  handle 
Minnesota  flour.  In  other  words,  they 
want  a  sort  of  state  approval  in  regard 
to  flour,  just  as  in  regard  to  grain,  and  to 
have  the  inspection  branded  on  the  bar- 
rel or  sack.  I  understand  that  the  mat- 
ter is  being  quietly  worked  up."  Wheth- 
er such  a  scheme  could  be  perfected  be- 
fore the  assembling  of  the  next  legis- 
lature he  was  at  a  loss  to  say. 

B.  C.  Church,  manager  of  the  Imperial 
mill,  had  not  heard  of  such  a  thing  and 
didn't  seejany  sense  in  it.  "The  Impe- 
rial mill,"  said  he,  "sells  its  flour  on  the 
merits  of  its  own  brand  and  we  don't 
care  to  pay  for  inspection  that  we  don't 
need.  Besides,  no  two  mills  in  the  state 
make  grades  that  are  alike  and  if  a  sys- 
tem of  inspection  were  inaugurated 
there  would  be  a  great  number  of 
grades." 

H.  P.  Gill,  of  the  Duluth  Roller  mill, 
hadn't  heard  of  the  scheme  and  he 
didn't  know  but  what  it  would  be  a  good 
idea.  When  he  had  a  mill  in  Dakota  he 
belonged  to  the  North  Dakota  Millers 
association,  whose  brand  was  placed  on 
every  sack  or  barrel  of  flour 
made  by  the  mills  in  the  association.  It 
helped  to  make  a  reputation  for  the 
mills  of  that  state  abroad.  Flour  manu- 
factured in  Minnesota  is  getting  a  good 
name  all  over  the  world  and,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  flour  for  family  use,  the  small 
mills  can  get  as  good  a  price  for  their 
product  as  Pillsbury.  If  flour  had  a 
guarantee  from  the  state  of  Minnesota 
that  it  was  manufactured  here  he  didn't 
think  manufacturers  in  other  states  would 
dare  to  trade  on  the  reputation  acquired 
by  Minnesota  millers. 

LINDBERG  WILL  GO  FREE. 


The  Spangberg  Affair  Begins  to  Put  on 
Another  Color. 
James  Lindberg,  charged  with  attempt- 
ing to  kill  his  father-in-law,  wasarraigned 
before  Judge  Morris  this  afternoon  and 
pleaded  not  guilty.    The  court  decided 

to  hold  him  for  the  action 
of  the  September  grand  jury, 
but  allowed  him  to  go  free  on  his  own 
recognizance.  The  more  the  public 
looks  into  the  matter  with  which  Lind- 
berg's  name  is  connected,  the  more  leni- 
ently is  it  disposed  toward  the  accused 
man.

IT  IS  PII.ITH  TH.VT  DOES  IT. 

The  report  of  the  Chicajjo.  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  railway  for  the  year  ending 
June  30  last,  shows  jiross  earnings  of 
^127, 504,225,  an  increase  of  ;?i, 098,5 16; and 
operating  expenses  of  $18,336,500,  an  in- 
crease of  §1.103.402,  thus  making  a  de- 
crease of  j<)4.866  in  the  net  earnings  of 
the  road. 

This  condition  of  things  causes  Presi- 
dent Miller  to  bewail  congressional 
control       of        railroads        and  to 

predict  that  wages  must  be  lowered  un- 
less railroad  capital  is  permitted  to  have 
its  own  way  and    secure    bigger  returns. 

The  real  trouble,  however,  is  not  with 
the  laws  of  the  state  but  the  laws  of  na- 
ture, which  Mr.  Miller's  road  has  so 
long  tried  to  ignore.  In  the  end,  which 
is  now  drawing  near,  nature  must  cer- 
tainly prevail.  If  Mr.  Miller  would 
abandon  the  idea  that  a  distance  of  400 
miles  is  no  farther  than  150,  and 
would  no  longer  try  to  haul 
freight  from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago  for  the 
St.  Paul  and  Duluth  rate,  his  road  would 
make  a  better  showing.  We  advise  him, 
therefore,  before  complaining  again,  to 
come  to  Duluth  and  see  the  wonderful 
advantages  the  twinless  city  has  to  offer. 

Such  reports  as  that  by  Mr.  Miller 
show  distinctly  the  beginning  of  the  end 
and  the  necessity  of  laws  to  throw  traffic 
into  its  natural  channels.  Could  the 
railroads  e.xercise  their  own  sweet 
will,  they  would  give  Chicago  a 
nominal  rate  from  St.  Paul  and  make  up 
their  losses  by  high  charges  for  local 
business.  But  under  the  interstate  law 
the  roads  begin  to  feel  the  need  of  get- 
ting to  deep  water  bv  the  shortest  route, 
and  that  means  the  glory-  of  Duluth. 
Every  road  in  the  Northwest  should 
point  this  way,  and  so  far  as  freight 
traffic  is  concerned  will  very  soon  do  so. 
The  inevitable  always  happens,  and  this 
is  inevitable.  Out  of  the  mouths  of  the 
cliff  dwellers  shall  come  wisdom. 

IM)\T  FLY  TO  OTHER  ILLS. 
It  looks  to  The  Herald  very  much  like 
a  mistake  for  our  elevator  men  to  agi- 
tate the  matter  of  private  warehouses, 
especially  at  this  time.  They  have  just 
passed  triumphantly  through  a  very 
thorough  investigation  of  their  manage- 
ment, and  where  there  was  a  degree  of 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  farmer  there 
has  come  greater  confidence  than  ever 
before.  To  urge  now  that  they  have 
been  persecuted  by  the  farmers  and  put 
to  great  expense  to  hire  attorneys,  does 
not  seem  to  us  to  be  a  strong  argument. 
The  state  provided  its  own  attorney 
general  who  was  not  of  the  farmers' 
partv,  and  who  sought  nothing  but  exact 
justice  in  the  matter.  No  one  familiar 
with  the  elevator  managers  believed  the 
charges  made  last  winter,  and  now  that 
the  investigation  has  run  its  course  the 
farmers  themselves  see  that  their  sus- 
picions were  groundless.  But  an  effort 
at  this  time  to  throw  off  state  restrictions 
would  have  a  tendency  to  renew  antago- 
nisms, and  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  farmers  of  Minnesota  are  in  the  sad- 
dle. What  laws  they  might  make  in  the 
next  two  years  under  the  spur  of  such 
action,  no  one  can  tell.  We  need  their 
confidence  and  good  will.  It  is  the 
farmers  of  the  Northwest  that  have  made 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  for 
what  commerce  should  we  have  but  for 
them— and  The  Herald  would  look  with 
regret  upon  any  movement  that  could  be 
construed  by  them  as  unfriendly  to  the'r 
interests.  It  is  better  to  bear  the  ills  we 
have  than  fly  to  others  we  know  not  of. 
The  proper  course  would  seem  to  be  an 
agitation  and  repeal  of  the  law  if  it  has 
proved  cumbersome  or  unjust. 

It  was  a  royal  ride  the  Iron  Range 
road  gave  the  newspaper  boys  to  the 
Tower  mines  yesterday.  Two  business 
cars  were  placed  at  their  disposal,  and 
they  were  slept  and  bancjueted  on  the 
train.

The  Washington  correspond- 
ents and  ladies  left  on  last  night's  6 
o'clock  short  line  to  take  the  .Sauber, 
which  was  unloading  at  the  Lehigh 
docks.  They  will  do  Superior  today, 
and  take  in  Ashland  while  their  boat  is 
loading  ore  there,  thus  seeing  not  only 
the  head  but  the  whole  diaphragm  of 
navigation,  and  will  know  more  about 
the  great  water  route  than  most  of  our 
own  people  do.

From  the  Mines  of  Kara. 

The  city  of  Milwaukee  now  shelters  a 
man  who  has  experienced  imprisonment, 
banishment  and  all  the  other  things  told 
of  Siberia  -  a  man  whowas  in  theclutches 
of  .Siberian  authorities,  and  (jeorge  G. 
La^areff  is  his  name.  He  will  join  Geo. 
Kennan  on  his  lecturing  trip  during  the 
coming  season.  Six  years  ago,  in  No- 
vember, 1885,  Mr.  Kennan  made  Mr. 
La/areff's  acquaintance  in  the  city  of 
Chita,  in  the  heart  of  the  Transbaikal  in 
the  East  Siberia  convict  mines.  Mr. 
Kennan  describes  his  meeting  with  Mr. 
Lazareff  at  great  length  in  one  of  his 
Century  articles.  The  meeting  took 
place  in  a  carpenter  shop,  and  the  man 
who  was  least  aware  of  the  cause  of  his 
banishment  was  Lazareff. 

In  1874,  while  a  student  at  one  of  the 
Russian  universities,  he  was  arrested 
and  after  four  years  of  solitary  confine- 
ment was  tried  and  acquitted.  On  trial 
with  him  were  Prince  Krapotkin  and 
Stepniak.  Being  of  aj;e  he  joined  the 
army,  and  in  the  war  with  Turkey  fought 
the  czar's  battles.  After  the  war  in  1879 
he  remained  for  two  years  under  police 
surveillance,  the  Russian  government 
still  considering  him  "politically  untrust- 
worthy." In  1884.  by  ministerial  order, 
he  was  seized  and  without  trial  trans- 
ported to  Chita  about  5000  miles  from  his 
native  town.  He  arrived  at  Chita  short- 
ly before  the  arrival  of  George  Kennan, 
and  the  latter  found  him  fresh  from  the 
ordeal  of  making  the  journey  through 
Siberia  on  foot. 

His  term  of  banishment  expired  in 
1887.  He  returned  to  Russia,  but  in  five 
months,  by  the  order  of  the  czar  himself, 
he  was  seized  and  sent  back  almost  to 
the  very  place  in  Siberia  whence  he  had 
come,  and  compelled  to  make  the  jour- 
ney again  in  a  convict  gang,  in  fetters 
and  on  foot.  It  was  from  this  place  that 
Mr.  Lazareff  escaped.  Be  it  sufficient  to 
say  that  one  day  his  escape  became 
known.  The  authorities  were  alert,  but 
the  bird  was  gone,  the  forests  did  not  be- 
tray the  fugitive.  Months  passed,  he 
traveled  on  foot  or  on  hired  horses,  dis- 
guised as  a  miner,  laborer,  peasant,  mer- 
chant, etc.,  and  through  Eastern  Siberia, 
China  and  Japan  he  finally  landed  in  San 
Francisco. 

Appreciated  New^spapers. 

George  Russell  Lowell  appreciated 
the  daily  paper,  as  many  men  do,  but  he 
was  able  to  express  his  appreciation 
better  than  most  men.

Many  mothers  write  that  noth- 
ing else  would  agree  with  their  child- 
ren."

The  Her;iUl  has  been  asked  of  late, 
particularly  since  the  naval  inanouvres 
in  Boston  and  New  York  harbors,  what 
steps  were  necessary  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  naval  militia  or  naval  reserve 
for  the  head  of  the  lakes  at  Diiluth. 

A  letter  to  the  navy  department  at 
Washington  requesting  the  desired  in- 
forma'Jon  today  brought  the  following 
autograph  personal  letter  from  Hon. 
James  R.  Soley.  acting  secretary  of  the 
navv.  in  which  he  explains  the  steps 
nccessarv  and  expresses  the  satisfaction 
of  the  n.Vvv  department  that  there  is  a 
wish  to  form  a  naval  militia  at  so  im- 
portant a  port  of  (^ntry  as  is  Duluth: 

1  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  initial  step 
in  tiie  formation  of  a  naval  militia  must  nec- 
et^arily  be  taken  by  the  state,  as  the  naval  mili- 
tia is  a  state  oritanization.  The  course  which 
thourKan'zation  of  this  militia  has  taken  ai>- 
lH«ars  generally  to  consist,  first,  in  the  i>assaj;e 
of  a  state  law  authoriziiitf  the  creation  of  such 
a  b»Hly.  ami.  seeoml,  in  the  enrv>llment  anH  mns- 
t;>rin<  into  service  of  otKoers  and  men  in  the 
manner  as  prescribt'il  for  land  militia. 

Thi-  states  of  fahfornia.  New  York.  Massiichu- 
sett,- and  Rhode  Island  liave  jmssoti  laws  prt>- 
vidinK  for  naval  militia,  copies  of  which  1  en- 
close you.  The  act  of  conffress  relative  to  the 
snhjtH:'t  and  the  regulations  ailopted  by  this  de- 
partment in  pursuance  thereof  are  herewith  en- 
closetl.  .  1  •     1 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  tliis  de- 
partment to  learn  that  a  desire  is  oxpre&s<Hl  on 
the  part  of  citizens  of  the  important  pt>rt  of  Du- 
luth to  participite  in  this  m«>vement  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  department  to  lend  every 
aid  and  encouraijeinent  in  its  powi-r  to  what  it 
(•ot!>idors  a  highly  imiK>rtant  ausilary  of  the 
Ti.iv  il  defense  of  the  lakes  and  the  Luited 
StatfS.

The  State  laws  referred  to  above 
vide  for  the  organization  of  naval 
talions  as  adjuncts  to  the  state  troops, 
and  governed  bv  the  same  laws  and  res- 
trictions, though  their  active  service  each 
vear,  corresponding  to  the  "camp  duty" 
of  the  land  miliiia.'shall  be  performed  on 
vessels  of  the  United  States  navy  and 
under  the  direct  pay  of  the  United  States, 
the  act  of  congress  governing  the  matter 
providing  for  this.  Arms  and  equipment 
are  furnished  by  the  navy.  These  state 
enactments  are'simple  and  add  nothing 
to  the  expense  of  the  state  troops. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  to  the  many 
Duluthians  interested  in  this  matter  that 
nothing  can  be  done  in  this  state  until 
after  the  next  session  of  the 
state  legislature.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
to  then  agitate  the  passage  of  such  a  law 
as  is  had  in  other  states  and  form  an 
active  and  powerful  naval  battalion  at 
Duluth.  Enough  young  men,  able  and 
ready,  have  already  signified  their  de- 
sire to  join  such  an  organization  to  The 
Herald,  to  insure  the  "formation  of  two 
full  companies. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  late 
widelv  heralded  manouvers  of  the 
White  squadron  in  New  York  and  Bos- 
ton harbors  were  for  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing the  naval  battalions  of  those  cities 
their  first  actual  service.

Ttiev  Open  Monday;  All  About  Duluth 
With  Excellent  Prospects. 
Monday  next  the  public  schools  of  the 
school  districts  of  Duluth,  Lakeside  and 
Lester  Park  open  for  the  year's  work. 
They  will  all  be  densely  crowded  until 
the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  when 
the  opening  of  part  of  the  new  H  igh  school 
and  the  Emerson  school  at  Plleventh 
avenue  west  will  somewhat  relieve  the 
pressure.  It  was  hoped  to  have  the 
Emerson  building  ready  for  the  fall 
term,  but  this  is  not  possible.  The  Long- 
fellow building  at  West  Duluth  will  not 
be  ready  for  use  for  a  year.  On  Park 
point  the  new  school  building  is  nearly 
ready. 

There  are  already  ioq  teachers  en- 
i;aged  for  the  schools  of  the  district  of 
biTluth,  and  half  a  dozen  more  for  Lake- 
side. The  Duluth  district  now  includes 
no  less  than  twenty  schools.  Among 
the  new  departments  is  that  of  physical 
culture,  over  which  Professor  Allctz- 
haeuser,  of  the  Turner  school,  will  pre- 
side. He  will  drill  the  teachers  and 
superintend  generallv  their  work  with 
the  scholars  and  follows  the  German 
method. 

The  Hardv  school  for  young  women 
will  open  the  last  week  in  September. 
Its  new  building  is  practically  completed 
and  is  now  being  furnished. 


A  Flimsy  Plea  for  the  iPreman  Who 
Stole  From  Truax. 

There  was  a  large  crowd  in  nmnicipal 
court  this  morning  when  Judge  Morris 
called  the  larceny  case  of  Jacob  Eber- 
ling.  ex-foreman  of  A.  H.  Truax  &  Co. 
Citv  Attorney  Allen  appeared  for  the 
prosecution  and  R.  P.  Ldson  for  the  de- 
tense.  A.  A.  Truax  was  the  hrst  witness 
and  at  times  he  was  somewhat  worked 
up  by  Mr.  Edson,  who  wanted  to  probe 
into  '  Mr.  Truax's  troubles  a 
little  more  than  that  gentleman 
liked.  The  court,  however,  hmdered 
Mr.  Edson  from  pursuing  the  course  he 
desired,  saying  that  the  case  would  never 
be  tinished  if  side  issues  were  dis- 
cussed. . 

The  witness  testified  that  his  hrm 
acted  as  agents  for  the  Forrestal  bonds- 
men, that  his  firm  hired  Kberling  as  fore- 
man at  $8oper  month,  that  Kberling  was 
instructed  to  sell  diit  and  rock  that 
could  not  be  used  on  the 
work  at  as  good  a  price  as 
possible,  that  he  was  ordered  to  turn 
over  to  the  firm  anv  money  resulting 
from  such  sales  and  that  Kberling  did 
not  turn  in  the  money  he  received  from 
the  sale  of  certain  dirt.  He  also  testi- 
fied that  he  discharged  Eberling  because 
he  found  that  he  was  abusing  him 
(Truax)  to  different  people  and  also  be- 
cause he  tried  to  make  money  out  of 
him  bytelling  him  he  could  buy  rock  at 
the  methodist  church  excavation  for  ten 
cents  a  load,  which  Truax  found  could 
be  had  for  the  carting  away. 

G.  H.  McKwen,  bookkeeper  for  the 
firm,  testified  as  to  how  Kberling  was 
paid  for  his  work  and  also  as  to  the  col- 
lection bv  Detective-  Benson  of  certain 
money,  which  was  turned    over  to  Eber- 

Fred  Henneman,  a  landscape  gar- 
dener, testified  that  he  went  to  the  work 
on  Fourth  street  and  asked  for  Truax. 
Kberling  represented  himself  as  the 
man  he\vanted  to  see  and  it  was  agreed 
that  Henneman  should  pay  Kberling 
twenty  cents  a  load  for  between  200  and 
300  loads  of  dirt  to  be  used  in  filling  up 
a  lot  on  Second  street  on  which  James 
C.  Hunter  had  built  a  residence.  The 
work  was  finished  about  May  22,  and 
Henneman  paid  $25  to  Kberling  in  cash. 
On  June  15,  Detective  Benson  came  to 
Henneman  and  presented  an  order  from 
Kberling  for  the  payment  of  the  remain- 
ing S25.     Henneman  accordingly  signed 

OBenson  was  called  as  a  witness  to  tes- 
tify to  his  connection  with  the  case,  but 
FLberling's  attorney  said  he  admitted 
that  Kberling  received  the  money.  He 
contended,  however,  that  Kberling  had  .as 
much  right  to  the  money  as  Truax  on 
the  ground  that  the  abutting  property 
owned  the  street  and  therefore  owned 
the  dirt  in  it.  Judge  Morris  said  that 
would  be  a  matter  of  law.  Just 
before  the  adjournment  at  noon  Mr. 
Allen  introduced  documentary  evidence 
to  show  that  the  contract  was  in  the 
hands  of  A.  H.  Truax  &  Co.,  agents  for 
the  bondsmen  of  Forrestal  Bros.,  and 
that  the  earth  belonged  to  them.  This 
part  of  the  case  is  claiming  the  court's 
attention  this  afternoon.

\V.  H.  H.  Miller  and  wife,  Indianapo- 
lis; Mrs.  H.  S.  Hale.  Peru.  Ind.;  D.  S. 
Alexai\der.  Buffalo;  were  names  of  a 
party  arriving  in  I")uhith  this  morninjion 
the  steamer  Idaho  from  Buffalo.  Mr. 
Miller  is  perhaps  better  known  as  at- 
torney general  of  the  United  States, 
while  Mr.  Alexander4s  I'nited  States  at- 
torney for  the  northern  district  of  New 
York,  and  the  man  who  could  have 
been  President  Harrison's  private  secre- 
tary if  he  would.  Both  are  old  friends 
of  the  President  and  Mr.  Miller  left  him 
a  week  ago  at  Bennington.  Vt. 

"\Ve  are  here  on  a  little  pleasure  trip 
up  the  lakes."  said  the  attorney  general 
to  a  Herald  reporter.  "We  came  on  the 
Idaho.  It  is  not  as  large  a  vessel  as 
some  of  the  others,  but  is  popular  be- 
cause of  its  officers  who  are  the  soul  of 
kindness.  On  these  trips  up  the  lakes 
one  sleeps  twelve  hours  a  day  and  eats 
the  rest  of  the  time.  We  return  tomorrow 
on  the  same  vessel.  No,  I  am  not 
talking  politics  now.  I  don't  know  any 
politics.  I  hadn't  seen  a  newspaper 
after  we  left  Detroit  until  we  got  hold  of 
some  Heralds  here.  I  can  say  nothing 
of  the  'Blaine  presidential  boom'  either, 
for  1  have  not  watched  it." 

Mr.  Alexander,  who  is  one  of  the  lead- 
ing republican  politicians  of  New  York, 
s;xid  that  "the  chances  for  republican 
victorv  this  fall  in  my  state  are  brighter 
than  we  have  ever  known  them  to  be  in 
an  off  vear.  Reports  from  all  over  the 
state  point  to  a  republican  victory  in 
the  gubernatorial  election.  This  is 
in  part  due  to  the  solidity  and  union  in 
republican  ranks,  because  of  an  excel-

ines.  Too  many  men  are  trying  to  boss 
the  democrats  this  year  to  give  anv  rea- 
sonable show  of  victory.  We  hold  our 
convention  on  Sept.  g.  On  the  repub- 
lican side  half  a  dozen  candidates  are 
mentioned  more  or  less  prominently. 
There  is  Philip  Becker,  of  Buffalo,  who 
would  be  a  powerful  candidate,  and 
James  Wadsworth  of  the  Thirty-second 
district,  whose  father  was  killed  in  the 
Wilderness  and  was  opponent  of  Hora- 
tio Seymour  in  1862.  Then  Stewart  L. 
Woodford,  of  Brooklyn,  who  was  in  Du- 
luth  three  weeks  ago,  but  is  now  in  Eu- 
rope is  spoken  of,  as  isMr.  Starin.of  New 
York.  So  far  as  I  know  of  Cornelius  N. 
Bliss  is  the  only  prominent  candidate 
who  has  refused  to  allow  the  use  of  his 
name. 

"The  democrats  will  probably  decide 
on  Roswell  P.  Flower.  Not  much  doubt

The  North  Dakota  wheat  commission 
had  a  conference  with  A.  J.  Sawyer  in 
Minneapolis  yesterday.  It  was  not  satis- 
factory to  the  commissioners.  Mr,  Saw- 
yer did  not  express  himself  very  heartily 
in  favor  of  the  move.  He  could  not  say 
today  what  he  would  do,  as  he  wished  to 
consult  the  Minnesota  railroad  commis- 
sion on  the  matter  before  he  gave  any 
answer,  regardless    of    what    he    might 

himself  think  of  the  plan. 

Mr.  Sawyer  said:  "I  cannot  tell  what 
I  may  do  in  the  matter  until  I  talk  with 
the  commissioners  and  others  about  the 
plan." 

This  gossiping  on  Minneapolis 'change 
so  far  as  there  was  any,  was  that  J.  J. 
Hill  had  been  misrepresented  in  the  Su- 
perior dispatches,  as  agreeing  to  the 
North  Dakota  commissioners'  plan  of 
accepting  the  border  grades  of  that  state 
as  final  and  marketing  them  in  Superior 
as  such.  There  was  but  little  interest  in 
the  matter,  but  no  one  believed  it  would 
be  done. 

Commissioner  Walsh  said:  "All  we 
want  is  to  establish  North  Dakota  grades. 
Minnesota  flour  is  made  by  a  mixtute  of 
North  Dakota  wheat.  Our  grain  is  dif- 
ferent in  some  respects  from  your  wheat 
and  better  flour  results  when  the  two  are 
mixed.  We  want  credit  for  our  wheat, 
that  is  all.  We  have  established  our 
grades,  and  they  are  exactly  like  the 
Slinnesota  grades,  the  only  difference  is 
the  name,  and  we  feel  we  are  entitled  to 
that.  All  we  want  is  to  sell  our  wheat  as 
such,  and  we  don't  care  whether  it  comes 
to  Minneapolis  or  goes  to  Superior.  We 
think  our  grade  should  betaken  in  Min- 
leapolis."

He  Says  the  West  Superior  Wheat  Grade 
Scheme  is  Impracticable. 
Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  Aug.  28.  Pres- 
ident Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern,  and  a 
party  of  capitalists  and  railroad  ofificials, 
are  in  the  city  today.  In  an  interview 
President  Hill  says  he  is  wholly  mis- 
quoted in  the  dispatches  yesterday  from 
West  Superior  wherein  he  is  made  to 
say  that  he  heartily  endorses  the  scheme 
of  the  North  Dakota  railroad  commis- 
sioners to  establish  North  Dakota  wheat 
inspection  at  West  Superior,  and  agrees 
to  handle  the  crop  of  this  state  at  his 
terminals  there.  On  the  contrary.  Pres- 
ident Hill  says  he  regards  the  scheme 
of  the  commissioners  as  wholly  imprac- 
ticable. 

A  CHANGE  OF  SENTLMEXT. 


Business  Men  of  North  Dakota  do  Not  In- 
dorse the  Commission. 
The  Grand  Forks  Herald  publishes 
interviews  with  leading  business  men  on 
the  elevator  question  and  the  policy  sup- 
posed to  have  been  adopted  by  the  rail- 
road commissioners.  These  interviews 
represent  public  sentiment  throughout 
the  state,  sentiment  that  is  rapidly 
changing  and  withdrawing  its  indorse- 
ment ot  the  commissioners'  policy  as  the 
season  approaches  for  moving  the  crop. 
But  the  present  question  is  felt  to  be 
not  so  much  one  of  theory  as  of  practi- 
cability and  present  expediency.  As 
the  time  draws  near  for  moving  the  crops 
the  folly  and  inexpediency  of  the  com- 
mission's policy  are  generally  conceded. 
It  is  now  realized  much  more  than  two 
weeks  ago,  when  the  commissioners  an- 
nounced their  determination  to  close  all 
private  elevators  by  injunction  and  to  in- 
sist on  state  line  inspection,  that  such  a 
policy  would  result  in  a  gigantic  wheat 
Dlockade.  On  second  thought  farmers 
realize  that  they  do  not  want  the  eleva- 
tors closed  against  them.  They 
do  not  wish  to  be  deprived  of 
the  conveniences  of  the  storage  sys- 
tem, and  they  don't  wish  to  be  denied 
the  privilege  of  selling  their  wheat  to 
private  warehousemen.  It  is  believed, 
also,  from  the  non-action  of  the  commis- 
sioners and  the  silence  of  the  attorney 
general  that  the  commissioners  have 
practically  abandoned  their  policy.  Two 
weeks  ago  the  opinion  of  the  attorney 
general  was  asked  as  to  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  warehouse  laws,  particu- 
larly the  statute  that  declares  that  all 
warehouses  in  the  state  are  public  ware- 
houses .ind  prohibited  the  operation  of 
private  warehouses,  and  also  the  statute 
providing  for  delaying  interstate  com- 
.merce  in  transit,  tor  inspection  under 
state  authority.  The  opinion  is  not 
forthcoming  and  the  commissioners  do 
not  seem  to  expect  that  it  will  be.

The  Great  Northern's    Manager   Says  the 
Road  is  Not  a  Grain  Dealer. 

W.    S.    Alexander,    president    of  the 

Eastern  Minnesota;  A.  L.  Mohler,  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  Great  Northern,  and 
C.  P.  Converse  arrived  in  the  city  from 
St.  Paul  this  morning  to  look  over  the 
facilities  of  the  Great  Northern  for 
handling  the  immense  crop  of  wheat 
that  is  just  beginning  to  move. 

"I  don't  fear  that  we  shall  have  any 
trouble  for  lack  of  yard  room,"  said  Mr. 
Alexander  to  a  Herald  representative, 
"but  I  do  fear  there  will  be  a  lack  of 
cars." 

The  gentlemen  did  not  take  much 
stock  in  the  reports  sent  out  from  West 
Superior  to  the  effect  that  a  grain  mar- 
ket was  to  be  established  across  the  bay. 
One  member  of  the  party  said  that  Mr. 
Hill  denied  making  any  such  statements 
as  those  attributed  to  him.  "The  public 
must  know,"  said  he,  "that  the  railroads 
are  common  carriers  and  cannot  inter- 
fere in  the  buying  and  selling  of  wheat." 
The  gentlemen  were  of  the  opinion  that 
it  was  simply  boom  newspaper  talk  to 
help  Superior's  fading  realty  market.

Valparaiso,    They've    Not 

Won  All. 


Washington,  Aug.  29.— The  Chilean 
war,  its  present  aspects  and  future  con- 
tingencies, is  the  all-absorbing  topic  of 
"iscussion  in  o*^  cial  circles  here.  No 
dispatches  calculated  to  throw  additional 
light  upon  the  situation  have  been  re- 
ceived today.  The  state  department  is 
without  any  advice  with  which  to  sup- 
plement the  dispatch  of  the  consul  gen- 
eral last  night,  and  the  navy  department 
has  not  received  a  line  from  Admiral 
Hrown.  At  both  state  and  navy  depart- 
ments officials  are  anxiously  waiting  ad- 
vices. 

The  fact  that  the  insurgents  should 
have  captured  Valparaiso,  without,  as 
far  as  shown,  bombarding  the  city,  is  the 
subject  of  much  comment,  and  in  official 
circles  the  supposition  is  that  the  city 
was  surrendered  to  the  insurgents  by 
consent  of  the  citizens  to  save  life  and 
property.  This  view  of  the  case  is 
strengthened  when  it  is  recalled  that 
Valparaiso  is  the  wealthiest  city  of  Chile 
and  doubtless  its  citizens  would  rather 
pay  a  large  sum  than  have  their  town 
razed  to  the  ground  by  the  insurgent 
fleet.  It  is  the  opinion  at  the  depart- 
ment of  state  that  there  important  tacts 
in  connection  with  the  capture  which 
have  not  yet  been  stated. 

Even  in  the  present  light  of  Chilean 
affairs  the  opinion  is  today  freely  ex- 
pressed that  the  war  is  not  over.  The 
government  of  Chile  has  yet  possession 
of  a  very  large  part  of  Chile,  and  her 
army  is  double  that  of  the  insurgents. 
The  capture  of  the  city  is  recognized  to 
be  a  tremendous  blow  to  Balmaceda,  but 
not  necessarily  a  fatal  one.  The  interior 
of  the  country  remains  in  his  possession 
and  is  said  to  be  loyal  to  him,  and  more 
and  desperate  fighting  will,  it  is  believed, 
take  place  before  his  power  is  broken 
and  his  government  overthrown.  Until 
that  is  done  the  United  States  will  con- 
tinue to  recognize  the  Balmacedan  gov- 
ernment. The  only  government  known 
to  the  United  States  in  Chile  is  that  of 
IJalmaceda.

Chicago,  Aug.  29,— Klmer  Washburn 
will  be  the  superintendent  of  the  new 
stock  yards  atSti:kney.

We  have  already  arranged  with 
Klmer  Washburn  in  regard  to  mapping 
ning  out  plans  and  so  forth,  which  will 
be  completed  by  Mr.  Washburn's  son, 
who  has  made  qi  ite  a  name  for  himself 
in  the  engineer  ng  world.  After  the 
meeting  of  stockholders,  to  be  held  next 
Monday,  the  recent  candidate  for  mayor 
will  be  known  as  Superintendent  Wash- 
burn, of  the  National  Stock  Yards  com- 
pany."   

A  RAIL  WKECK. 

Caused  by  Carelessness  on  the  Part  of 
Someone. 

Pittsburgh,  Fa.,  Aug.  29. — About  5 
o'clock  this  morning  a  freight  train  west- 
bound on  the  Pitlsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  & 
Chicago  railway  collided  with  the  sec- 
ond section  of  No.  8  Chicago  express, 
eastbound,  at  the  west  end  ofEast  Pales- 
tine Siding. 

Both  engines  were  badly  wrecked. 
Three  freight  cirs  were  smashed  to 
splinters.  Severd  passengers  cars  were 
also  wrecked  aid  several  passengers 
were  injured.  Tlie  freight  had  orders  to 
remain  on  the  siding.  It  pulled  out  too 
soon.  On  accoutit  of  a  heavy  fog  the 
latter  train  was  running  very  slow  or  a 
terrible  accident  would  have  been  in- 
evitable.   

FARMERS  SUFFER. 


The  Chilean  Government  Agents  Still  Cling 
to  the  Last  Hope. 

New  York,  Aug.  29.— A  dispatch  was 
received  this  morning  by  William  R. 
Grace  &  Co.,  from  their  Valparaiso 
house,  fully  confirming  the  news  of  Bal- 
maceda's  utter  rout.  It  was  sent  at  8 
o'clock  last  night  and  is  as  follows: 

"Complete  victory  for  the  opposition. 
All  is  well."  The  firm  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  insurgent  victory  and  the  fall  of 
\'alparaiso  is  equivalent  to  the  over- 
throw of  Balmaceda's  government. 

Chilean  Consul  General  Flints  takes  a 
different  view  ot  the  matter,  and  in  an 
interview  said  that  the  result  did  not 
necessarily  end  the  war.  The  govern- 
ment forces,  he  said,  will  now  fall  back 
to  Santiago,  and  the  troops  of  both  the 
northern  and  southern  divisions  will  bo 
recalled  to  the  defense  of  that  city, 
which  will  transfer  the  entire  conflict  to 
the  land,  as  the  fleet  of  the  insurgents 
would  be  of  no  value  at  Santiago.  Bal- 
maceda would  then  have  a  larger  army 
than  his  opponents,  providing  he  has 
prestige  enough  to  retain  his  army 
under  the  government  standard. 
Whether  he  will  be  able  to  do  this  or  not 
seems  a  matter  of  doubt  to  the  consul 
general's  mind. 


A  Thousand  Square  Miles  of  Crops  De- 
stroyed ill  South  Dakota. 

Minneapolis,  Aug.  29.— A  special  to 
the  Journal  from  Faulkton,  S.  D.,  says 
all  of  the  northwt;st  part  of  Faulk  county 
was  burned  over  last  night  by  a  terrible 
and  most  destructive  fire,  twenty  miles 
wide,  and  extend  ng  from  Faulkton  fifty 
miles  northwest.  As  far  as  the  eye  can 
reach,  the  sky  was  lit  up  with  burning 
stacks  of  hay  and  grain. 

The  farmers  are  ruined.  For  a  space 
of  twenty  miles  not  a  foot  of  gram  or 
grass  is  left  for  stock  that  escaped  the 
flames.  The  damage  can  not  be  estima- 
ted.    A  heavy  gale  fanned  the  flames. 

Accidents  ot  Today. 

New  London,  Conn.,  Aug.  29.— Garry 
Fitzgerald  was  accidentally  shot  on 
board  the  yacht  Mdie  while  attempting 
to  save  a  comjianion  from  drowning. 
One  of  the  crew  in  endeavoring  to  lower 
a  boat,  stepped  on  a  gun  and  the  charge 
took  effect  in  Fitzgerald's  right  leg, 
which  will  have  10  be  amputated.  He 
is  prominent  in  New  Haven  society. 

Bridgeport,  Conn.— Frank  Frey  and 
Russell  and  Fred  Phillips  went  sailing 
on  the  sound  last  Tuesday  since  which 
time  nothing  has  been  heard  of  them. 

Port  Monmouth,  N.  J.--William  Ober- 
man,  a  fisherman,  while  drawing  a  pound 
net,  hauled  up  an  immense  stingaree. 
The  fish  made  a  eap  and  struck  Ober- 
man  on  the  leg  nearly  severing  it.  He 
is  in  a  dangerous  condition,  having  be- 
come unconscious  from  the  loss  of  blood.

Cable  News  is  Sent  Officially  of  the  Late 
Victory. 

New  York,  Aug.  29. — The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  special  confirms  the  defeat 
of  Balmaceda  in  yesterday's  battle  and 
says  he  is  a  fugitive.  Judge  Pratz  will 
probably  be  the  head  of  the  new  gov- 
ernment. 

The  official  news  of  the  insurgent  vic- 
tory in  Chile,  cabled  by  the  United  States 
consul  at  Valparaiso,  settled  beyond 
doubt  the  conflicting  reports  of  the  past 
few  days  concerning  the  condition  of 
affairs  at  the  seat  of  war.  The  receipt 
of  dispatches  from  Valparaiso  telling  of 
a  victory  for  the  Balmacedists  is  ex- 
plained by  state  and  navy  department 
officials  as  resulting  from  Balmaceda's 
control  of  the  cable  line  from  that  city. 
Doubt  as  to  the  absolute  authenticity  of 
these  dispatches  was  expressed  in  offi- 
cial circles  yesterday. 

The  following  cablegram  was  received 
by  the  congressional  envoys: 

"Mount,  Washington:  Balmaceda  de- 
feated for  the  second  time  today.  After 
the  victory  the  congressional  forces  re- 
mained outside  of  the  city.  Valparaiso 
was  delivered  up  to  the  German  admiral, 
who  on  his  side  immediately  delivered 
it  to  the  orders  of  the  congressional  gov- 
ernment. Communicate  this  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States." 

To  Recognize  the  New  Rulers. 
Washington,  Aug.  29. — The  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Chilean  insurgent  party 
here  have  received  no  additional  infor- 
mation from  their  country.  Senor 
Montt.  the  representative  of  the  insur- 
gent party  arrived  here  this  morning 
after  an  absence  of  several  weeks  and 
was  kept  busy  receiving  the  congratula- 
tions of  friends  and  answering  telegrams. 
What  action  he  will  take  for  recognition 
by  the  United  States  government  could 
not  be  learned  this  morning. 

No  European  Demonstration. 
London,  Aug.  29,-  Official  advices 
confirm  the  report  that  the  congressional 
troops  have  captured  Valparaiso.  The 
orderly  manner  in  which  the  forces  have 
occupied  the  strategic  points  and  the 
quiet  prevailing  throughout  the  cap- 
lured  city  have  been  so  marked  that  the 
atimirals  in  command  of  foreign  fleets 
have  decided  that  there  is  no  necessity 
for  intervention.  The  troops  of  the 
Junta  have  abstained  from  violence  of 
any  kind.

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the 
thirteen  persons  were  killed  by  the  fall- 
ing of  the  roof  of  the  barge  and  that  the 
accident  was  due  to  the  high  winds,  the 
bad  construction  of  the  hurricane  deck 
and  the  rotten  condition  of  the  masts. 
The  company  owning  the  barge  will 
have  to  face  mar  y  heavy  suits  for  dam- 
ages. 

Mothers  Beware. 
Greenshurg,  Pa.,  Aug.  29.— A  boy 
named  Ray  Lloyi,  aged  12  years,  met 
with  a  peculiar  accident.  He  had  a 
number  of  boxes  of  toy  pistol  caps  in 
his  pocket  and  started  home.  His 
mother  was  waiting  to  punish  him  for 
some  act  ot  disobedience,  which  she  at 
once  proceeded  to  do.

The 
official  announcement  that  all  4  '/i  per 
cent  bonds  not  offered  for  extension 
Sept.  I  will  be  paid  on  demand  promises 
a  large  addition  to  available  currency. 

Crop  prospects  are  in  all  respects  ex- 
ceedingly bright.  There  is  every  reason 
to  suppose  the  yield  of  wheat  will  be 
much  larger  than  554,000,000  bushels. 
The  market  for  iron  shows  larger  sales 
and  better  demand.  Little  improvement 
is  seen  in  bar  iron  and  plates  are  more 
active  though  prices  are  very  low,  struc- 
tural iron  is  in  fair  demand.

Halifa.x,  N.  S.,  Aug.  29. — Advices 
from  the  Pacific  report  that  the  Nova 
Scotia  sealer  Carmite  had  1500  seals 
taken  and  the  S.  Moore  500.

THAT  INDIAN  STEALING.

Looks  as  if  the  Fond  du  Lac  Indians 
Were  All  Right. 

Indian  Agent  Leahy  has  returned 
from  Fond  du  Lac  reservation  near  Clo- 
quet,  where  there  have  been  allegations 
of  timber    stealings.    He    explains  the 

situation  as  follows: 

"There  are  ninety-nine  eighties  on  the 
reservation  on  which  the  Indians  are 
allowed  to  cut  off  all  small  timber  for 
ties,  poles  and  so  on,  excluding  saw- 
logs.  They  are  also  given  permission 
to  clear  every  foot  of  timber,  including 
saw-logs,  from  any  of  the  lands  which 
they  wish  to  clear  up  for  farming.  The 
Indians  have  done  this.  They  have 
cleared  off  the  small  timber  from  some 
of  the  lands,  leaving  the  saw-logs,  and 
they  have  cut  off  the  whole  timber  from 
other  parts  for  farm  purposes. 

"They  claim  that  they  are  right  and 
have  lived  up  to  the  law.  Inspector 
Miller  claims  differently.  On  his  testi- 
mony sent  to  the  interior  department. 
Stack  was  dismissed.  In  a  couple  of 
weeks  government  officials  will  arrive  at 
the  agency  and  make  an  investigation. 
The  land  office  now  has  full  charge.  It 
is  alleged  that  10,000,000  feet  have  been 
stolen." 


BOATMEN'S   TROUBLES. 


Papers  for  Tieing  Up  Three  Boats  Is- 
sued by  Commissioner  Carey. 
United  States  Court  Commissioner 
Carey  this  morning  issued  papers  for

CAISESOF  THK  IHILEAX  CIVIL  WAR. 
Early  in  the   present  century  Chili  be- 
came an   independent   republic,  and  in 
1833  her  present  constitution  was  adopt- 
ed.    The    president   is  elected   for  five 
years,  receiving  $50,000  a   year,  and   is 
ineligible  for   re-election.     Both    houses 
of  congress  are  elected  by  the  people, 
also  for  a  term  of  five   years,  the  mem- 
bers serving  without   pay.     Every   male 
citizen  21  years  of  age  who  can  read  and 
write  is  a    voter.    Congress    meets   the 
first  of    June    ever)-    year   for    a   three 
months'    session,     and.     like     ours,    is 
clothed  with  the  power  of  impeachment. 
The  president  chooses  his  cabinet  offi- 
cers at   will   and    without  confirmation, 
and  they  have  seats  in  congress  but   do 
not  vote.    By  a  custom  established  with 
the    government,    the    cabinet    resigns 
when    over-ruled     by     congress.      The 
country  has  heretofore  been  prosperous 
and  generally  peaceful,  but  conducted  a 
victorious  war  against  Peru  a   few  yqars 
ago    and     secured   in    settlement   large 
guano  beds  that  have   proved  a  source 
alike  of  revenue  and  internal  contention. 
Its  population  has  increased   from  800,- 
000  in  1833  to  3,000.000  in  1890.     It  has 
therefore  as  many  people  as  our  colon- 
ies had  when  the  revolution  of  '76  began. 
Such  is  a  brief  outline  of  the   country, 
and  such  were   its    conditions    when    in 
1 886  Senor   Don    Jose    Manuel    Balma- 
ceda,  the  candidate  of  the  liberal    party, 
was  elected  president.     He  had    served 
with  distinguished    honors    in    congress 
and  in  the  cabinet    of    his  predecessors, 
and  was  popular  throughout  the    repub- 
lic.    He  had  ever  insisted   that  cabinets 
must  resign  when    the    congress  disap- 
proved of  their    measures    or    manage- 
ment.    For  two  years    or    more    ever>- 
thing  moved  along    gorgeously  for  the 
president  and  the  country,    but    toward 
the    close    of    1889    he      began    laying 
the  wires    to    control     the    election    of 
his      successor,    showing    plainly     the 
purposes  of  a    dictator.      His  conduct 
was  such  that  the  cabinet   resigned,  and 
in  October  of  that  year  a  new    cabinet 
suggested  by  congress  and  in  harmony 
with  the  people  was  chosen.    Congress 
having    been    convened    approved    the 
president's  action,  and   to  smooth  things 
over  voted  the  annual  supplies.     But   no 
sooner  had  Balmaceda    secured   a  new 
grip  than  he   prorogued  congress,    and, 
dismissing  his  cabinet,  chose  another  to 
his  own  liking.    When  congress  met   in 
June,  i8qo,  it  passed  a  vote    of  censure 
upon'the  ministry,  which  body,  contrary 
to  all  custom,   refused   to  resign.    Then 
began  the  conflict  between  the  congress 
and  the  president.    The   law  for  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  must  be  renewed   every 
year.    This  lapsed  on  July   i  and  the 
congress  refused  to  vote  supplies  unless 
the  president  would  appoint  a  cabinet  in 
harmony  with  the  people.    This  he  re- 
fused, and  in  January,   '91,  the  supplies 
having  been   exhausted,  Balmaceda,  in- 
stead of  convening  congress,    issued   a 
proclamation  that  as  he  could  not   run 
the  government  under    the  constitution 
he  would  run   it  over  it.    Congress   then 
convened  of  its  own  accord,  and,  under 
its  constitutional  authority — never  before 
exercised— deposed  the  president.     War 
was  the  result. 

Thus  the  insurgents  or  congressional 
party  were  the  popular  one,  and  prob- 
ably most  in  the  right,  though  the  back- 
ground of  the  whole  business  was  the 
rich  guano  beds  unjustly  taken  from 
Peru.  .Much  fine  gold,  it  is  said,  has 
been  made  by  government  officials 
through  the  sale  of  this  fertilizer,  and  it 
is  not  unreasonable  to  believe  that  it  was 
guano  proceeds  more  than  Chilean  pa- 
triotism which  led  the  country  into  an 
internal  and  sanguinary  strife.  Today's 
telegrams  seem  to  indicate  that  Balma- 
ceda's  forces  have  been  beaten  and  that 
the  people  are  in  power.in  the  shoestring 
republic.  It  is  a  good  deal  to  believe 
that  the  people  are  really  in  power,  but 
let  us  hope  so.

There  is  no    doubt 
that  the  whaleback  steamer    is  perfectly 
seaworthy  in  ordinary  gales,  but  will  she 
be  fit   to   send  to    sea    in    extraordinary 
stormy  weather?    Another    point  about 
the  Wetmore  which    offers    opportunity 
for  severe  criticism  is  the    intense    heat 
of  her  small  and    dark    fireroom.     Now 
when  whalebacks  are  put  in  the  Cuba  or 
West  Indies  trade  the    fire    and    engine 
ronms  will  be  so  overbearingly  hot  that 
firemen       ane        engineers       will      not 
remain        in        them.         The         fore- 
castle   is    also    a    vile    and    hot     hole, 
w.th   no    m  )re    vei  t  1  ition    th.in   a  beer 
bottle   with  the   cork  out.     The  steamer 
being    shaped    like    a    barrel,  and  with 
nothing    to    keep    the    sun  from  blazing 
d'<w;i  upon  the  bare  deck,  is  apt  to  dam- 
age her  cargo  through  heating  or   sweat- 
ing, when  the  latter  is  grain,  fruit,  or  any 
kind  of   perishable   freight,  as    well  as 
cause  needless  suffering  to  her  crew.

It  is  ijcnerally  understood  today  that 
the  Lake  Superior  and  other  elevator 
companies  of  the  head  of  the  hikes  have 
given  up  the  plan  formed  some  time  ago 
to  become  private  at  the  close  of  the 
present  elevator  year,  namely  Sept.  i 
next.  This  decision  was  reached  some 
days  ago  and  was  arrived  at  after  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  entire  question 
and  long  conferences  with  the  state  rail- 
way and  warehouse  commissioners. 

The  elevator  people,  it  is  understood, 
wished  to  continue  the  present  system 
of  state  inspection  and  weighing  as  it  is 
now  and  as  it  is  done  at  private  elevat- 
ors in  Minneapolis.  The  commission 
did  not  believe  it  could  see  its  wav  clear 
to  continue  state  inspection  at  all  ele- 
vators at  the  head  of  the  lake,  so  it  was 
decided,  The  Herald's  informant  says, 
to  continue  as  now. 

While  the  few  farniers  who  send  wheat 
to  Huluth  if  there  are  any  such  will 
probably  be  glad  of  this  decision,  the 
scores  of  grain  commission  men  and 
other  owners  of  the  wheat  when  it  leaves 
the  farmers'  hands  will  regret  it.  How- 
ever, it  seemed  the  wisest  course  to  pur- 
sue.

The  St.  Paul  correspondent  of  The 
Herald  writes:  Besides  puncturing  the 
West  Superior  statements  as  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Great  Northern  road  on  the 
wheat  inspection  uuestion,  it  is  further 
stated  that  the  Dakota  railway  commis- 
sioners did  not  go  to  Superior  to  ar- 
range for  inspection  at  that  point. 
George  H.  Walsh,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mission, said:  "It  would  take  four  or  five 
years  for  North  Dakota  grades  to  be- 
come as  well  known  in  the  world's  mar- 
ket as  those  of  Minnesota.  Do  you  sup- 
Sose  for  a  moment  that  the  farmers  of 
[orth  Dakota  would  willingly  give  up 
the  benefits  they  at  present  derive  from 
Minnesota  inspection?  Duluth  No.  i 
hard  is  the  highest  priced  wheat  sold  on 
the  New  York  board  of  trade.  Wouldn't 
a  farmer  be  foolish  to  lose  the  benefit  of 
that  grade?  I  believe  the  whole  matter 
is  an  attempt  at  a  cheap  sensation." 

A.  J.  .Sawyer  called  at  the  office  of  the 
railroad  commissioners  yesterday  with  the 
proposition  from  the  North  Dakota  rail- 
road commission  as  follows: 

"The  proposition  from  the  North  Da- 
kota railroad  commissioners  is  that  North 
Dakota  wheat  shall  be  inspected  and 
weighed  in  by  the  North  Dakota  inspec- 
tors, and  the  same  shall  be  inspected 
and  weighed  out  by  the  Minnesota  in- 
spectors and  weighers." 

The  reply  of  the  Minnesota  commis- 
sioners is  as  follows: 

"Assuming  that  the  proposition  relates 
to  wheat  inspection  and  weighing  which

The   Places    That   Will    Get    This   Year's 
Wheat  Crop. 

Minneapolis  received  the  crop  year 
now  ending  50,000,000  bushels  of  wheat 
out  ot  a  total  product  of  95,000,000.  Du- 
luth received  about  18,000,000.  It  is  al- 
ways a  matter  of  guesswork  to  shuffle 
wheat  figures  around  before  the  crop  is 
harvested  and  the  crop  year  is  over,  but 
figures  will  be  made  nevertheless.  Min- 
neapolis will  not  get  the  wheat  this  year 
because  the  freight  rates  are  not  in  her 
favor,  and  the  market  there  is  lower 
than  here. 

The  mills  there  grind  up  about  35,- 
000,000  bushels.  It  is  put  down  that 
Minneapolis  will  get  40,000,000  this  year, 
and  Duluth  50.000,000.  The  Duluth  ex- 
pected increase  results  from  the  fact 
that  Minneapolis  will  be  no  mar- 
ket for  anything  but  her  mills. 
These  two  points  will  take  go,- 
000.000  then,  or  as  much  as  the  whole 
crops  of  the  three  states  last  year.  There 
will  be  reserved  for  seed  15,000,000  for 
an  acreage  of  about  9,000,000. 

The  estimated  per  capita  consumption 
of  wheat  is  5^  bushels.  With  a  popula- 
tion of  2,000,000  there  would  be  required 
for  local  consumption  11,000,000  bushels. 
This  makes  a  total  of  1 16,000,000.  The 
balance,  variously  estimated  from  25,- 
000,000  to  40,000,000,  will  go  to  Chicago 
and  the  Northwestern  flour  mills  outside 
of  Minneapolis.

They  Put  an  Agent  Here  to  Handle  Their 
Own  Wheat. 

The  Northwestern  Farmers  Protective 
association,  composed  of  800  prominent 
farmers  of  the  state,  have  approved  the 
§75,000  bond  of  O.  Thoraldson,  who  will 
be  their  agent  in  Duluth.  The  object  of 
the  association  is  to  avoid  middlemen. 

Thoraldson  will  receive  a  salary  of 
§150  a  month  besides  getting  a  commis- 
sion for  every  bushel  of  wheat 
he  sells  here  for  the  farmers. 
The  report  has  gone  abroad 
that  this  arrangement  will  obviate  the 
necessity  of  using  elevators,  but  that  is 
not  so.  Thoraldson  will  have  nothing  to 
do  with  shipping  the  wheat  from  Duluth. 
He  is  expected  here  almost  any  day 
now.

Halifax.  N.  S.,  Aug.  31. — Nine  mem- 
bers of  the  Kite  Arctic  exploring  expedi- 
tion arrived  here  last  night  and  will 
leave  for  New  York  today.  The  party 
consists  of  Professor  Angelo  Heilbrein, 
Professor  F.  J.  Holt,  Dr.  benjamin  Sharp, 
Dr.  W.  P.  Burke,  Frazer  Hurst  and  A.  E. 
Kennedy. 

They  went  as  far  north  as  77  degrees 
43  minutes,  west  70  degrees  20  minutes, 
where  they  found  a  rocky  country,  but 
where  flowers  were  growing  luxuriously 
although  vegetation  did  not  reach  a 
greater  height  than  six  or  eight  inches. 
They  bring  immense  collections  of 
various  plants,  flowers,  herbs  and  but- 
terflies, some  previously  unknown  speci- 
mens. They  found  that  all  published 
charts  of  Greenland  are  incorrect. 

They  left  the  North  Greenland  expedi- 
tion under  Lieut.  Peary  at  Mellville  bay, 
north  of  Halifax.  Next  spring  Peary 
will  start  farther  north  on  snow  shoes  to 
gather  if  possible  the  boundaries  of 
Greenland.  The  party  has  built  a  house 
in  which  to  winter,  and  Mrs.  Peary  will 
remain  there  during  her  husband's  ex- 
pedition. 

SIGNALS  BY  WHISTLK. 


The  Weather  Bureau  Endeavoring  to 
Make  Life  Miserable. 
Washington,  Aug.  31.— The  weather 
bureau  is  endeavoring  to  establish  a 
novel  system  of  weather  forecasts.  Al- 
ready the  principal  railroads  of  the  coun- 
try have  adopted  the  plan  of  disseminat- 
ing weather  predictions  by  displaying 
signal  flags  on  trains  and  the  bureau 
hopes  to  extend  this  system  by  having 
the  locomotives  give  the  signals  by 
means  of  their  whistles.  Prof.  Harring- 
ton, the  chief  of  the  weather  bureau,  has 
arranged  a  system  of  whistle  combina- 
tions by  means  of  which  persons  living 
at  a  distance  from  the  railroads  can  re- 
ceive the  forecasts.  By  repeating  each 
combina.tions  a  few  times  with  an  inter- 
val of  ten  seconds  between,  possibilities 
of  error  in  reading  the  forecasts  will  be 
avoided.

For  the  Bakers  From  Maine  to  Califor- 
nia Will  Strike. 
Boston,  Aug.  31. — Chairman  Newtoq, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  bakers  said 
that  on  May  i,  1892,  the  organized  bak- 
ers affiliated  with  the  international  jour- 
neymen bakers  union  will  strike  from 
Maine  to  California  for  an  increase  of 
wages  and  a  reduction  of  the  hours  ot 
labor.

A  JAPAN  TYPHOON. 


Tvro  Hundred  Lives  Lost  in  a  Terrible 
Gale  on  the  Pacifie. 
Vancouver,  B.  C,  Aug.  31.— The 
steamer  Empress  of  Japan  which  beat 
the  Pacific  ocean  record  by  eight  hours, 
brings  news  of  a  great  typhoon  in  Japan 
that  caused  the  loss  of  200  lives.  The 
typhoon  struck  the  steamer  on  the  even- 
ing of  Aug.  26,  and  lasted  until  the  fol- 
lowing day.  The  German  vessel  Helen 
Erickmers  was  driven  ashore  from  her 
anchorage,  and  wrecked,  twenty  or  thirty 
of  her  crew  are  believed  to  have  been 
drowned.

New  York,  Aug.  31.— Edward  F.

PKOPEllTY  DESTROYED. 

Outer  Parts  of  tie  City  of  "Valparaiso   Are 
Looted. 

Valparaiso,  Aug.  31.— At  sundown  a 
riotous  mob  of  laborers,  occupied  with 
nothing  better  than  mischief,  united  with 
a  rabble  of  deserters  from  the  govern- 
ment, and  set  on  fire  and  looted  many 
buildings  on  the  outer  ends  of  the  city 
belonging  to  Balmaceda's  partisans. 
Fourteen  fires  riged  all  night  long,  but 
are  now  under  control.  Two  million 
dollar's  worth  ol  property  was  destroyed 
by  the  incendiary  mob.  The  city  rang 
all  last  night  wiih  rifle  reports,  and  this 
morning  the  bodies  of  about  200  rioters 
and  pillagers  littered  the  streets.  A 
guard  of  members  of  the  foreign  colony 
has  been  enrolltd,  and  order  is  now  fully 
restored.  The  marines  and  guards  are 
still  on  duty. 

Favorable  to  England. 
London,  Aug.  31. — Peruvian  interests 
have  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the 
news  from  Chilt,  as  the  English  bond 
holders  hope  and  expect  that  they  will 
now  be  able  to  keep  a  firm  hold  not  only 
on  Lima,  but  also  Santiago.  Peru  has 
stood  aloof  in  the  war,  but  the  dominant 
party  in  Chile  is  sure  to  have  a  para- 
mount influence  in  Peru.  In  view  of  the 
prostrate  condition  of  the  latter  country, 
not  recovered  from  the  effect  of  the  war 
which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  nitrate 
districts,  it  was  feared  by  the  English 
parties  interested  that,  in  the  event  of 
the  Balmacedan  success,  he  might  turn 
over  the  vast  ar  d  profitable  nitrate  in- 
terests to  Americans  to  the  detriment  of 
the  Europeans,  thus  causing  a  loss  of 
several  millions  a  year  to  England. 

May  Encourage  Mexicans. 
San  Francisco,  Aug.  31. — A  private 
letter  from  the  (^ity  of  Mexico  says  that 
President  Diaz  is  regarded  by  many  as 
Mexico's  Balmaceda,  and  the  success  of 
the  Chilean  insurgents  is  likely  to  en- 
courage the  large  party  whieh  aims  at 
the  overthrow  of  the  dictator  of   Mexico. 


A  GENUINE  FIGHT.

Boston,  Aug.  31. — James  Corbett,  the 
pugilist,  who  ar-ived  here  last  night,  said 
to  a  United  Press  reporter:

DONE    BY  TRAMPS 


Thoy  Torrihly  Maltreat  and  Murder 

ail  Old  Man  and  His  Wife  for 

Money. 


Taken  by   the   Infuriated   Neij>iil)ors 

the  Tramps  Have  Short  Shrift 

of  Life. 


Tliey  are  Soon   Caught  and    Ri<UUed 

With  Bullets  for  Their  Wicked 

Crime. 


Monroe,  Mich.,  Aug.  31.— The  most 
dastardly  crime  ever  recorded  in  the  his- 
tary  of  Monroe  county,  occurred  late 
Saturday  afternoon,  and  the  most  intense 
excitement  prevails  as  a  result  of  it. 
John  Wilkinson  and  his  wife  were  brut- 
ally tortured  and  murdered  by  two 
tramps,  who  found  the  aged  couple  alone 
upon  their  farm. 

The  tramps  went  to  the  farm  house, 
begged  for  something  to  eat,  and  finding 
Wilkinson  and  his  wife  alone,  with  ex- 
ception of  a  lo-year-old  boy,  undertook 
to  torture  them  and  make  them  reveal 
the  hiding  place  of  their  supposed 
wealth.  They  knocked  them  down,  cut- 
ting gashes  in  their  faces  with  knives 
and  kicked  and  otherwise  abused  them. 
The  terrified  boy  in  the  meantime  es- 
caped and  gave  an  alarm. 

A  posse  of  neighbors  started  to  the 
rescue,  but  when  they  reached  the  house 
the  couple  were  dead,  having  bled  to 
death  from  the  wounds  inflicted  by  the 
fiends.  The  tramps  were  sighted  near 
Maybee  station,  and  both  were  shot 
down  by  the  infuriated  citizens.  Their 
bodies  were  completely  riddled  with  bul- 
lets. The  murdered  folks  were  highly 
respected  and  well-to-do. 

THE  TIDE  TUKNED. 


The  First  Payment  of  That  Seventy 
Millions  Europe  Borro'wed. 
New  York,  Aug.  31.— Assistant 
United  States  Treasurer  Roberts  re- 
ceived information  today  that  $650,000  in 
gold  coin  had  been  shipped  at  a  Europ- 
ean port  for  a  Wall  street  firm,  and  th^t 
much  more  was  coming.  The  gold  is 
expected  here  early  next  week.

Four  Are  Injured. 
Chicago,  Aug.  31. — A  coal  train  on  the 
Erie  collided  with  a  through  excursion 
train  on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  near  Lodi, 
Ohio.  The  rear  car  of  the  excursion 
train,  bearing  twenty-eight  passengers 
was  thrown  from  the  track,  falling  on  its 
side,  and  being  totally  demolished.  The 
escape  of  many  passengers  from  being 
killed  was  almost  miraculous.  Only  four 
were  injured  particularly:  U.  G.  White, 
of  Pittsburgh;  Samuel  Clotworthy,  of 
Pittsburgh ;'H.  C.  Maxwell,  of  New  York, 
and  an  unknown  lady.  Some  lay  the  ac- 
cident to  the  gateman,  while  he  claims 
the  engineer  of  the  coal  train  paid  no  at- 
tention to  the  signals. 

Hibernians  Harmonize. 
Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Aug.  31.— At  a 
secret  meeting  of  the  state  officers  of  two 
rival  branches  of  the  Ancient  Order  of 
Hibernians  held  in  this  city  yesterday, 
steps  were  taken  to  harmonize  all  differ- 
ences, and  it  is  probable  that  within  a 
very  short  time  a  complete  reconcili- 
ation will  be  effected.  The  program  is 
to  extend  the  work  until  the  Hibernian 
organization  shall  be  renovated  and  en- 
dowed with  new  life  and  enthusiasm.  It 
will  be  strongly  anti-Parnell. 

Spreckles  Paddles  Alone. 
Paris,  Aug.  31. — The  Herald  pub- 
lishes the  following:  "I  mean  to  paddle 
my  own  canoe  to  the  end  of  the  chapter," 
said  Claus  Spreckles,  the  California 
sugar  king,  when  showed  the  report  that 
he  had  joined  the  sugar  trust.  "Any 
speculator  who  allows  himself  to  be 
gulled  by  reports  that  I  have,  or  will, 
join  the  trust  does  not  know  me."

The 
loss  $20,000;  insurance,  S7500.  The 
starch  factory  was  to  have  begun  the 
grinding  of  100,000  bushels  of  potatoes 
tomorrow.

It  is  understood  that  a  motion  will  be 
made  in  the  great  land  case  tomorrow 
by  the  Minnesota  Iron  company's  attor- 
neys that  will  have  great  bearing  on  the 
future  of  the  case. 

Mr.  Reddington,  it  is  stated,  w-ill  move 
for  a  continuance  of  the  case  under  the 
incoming  register,  Mr.  Nicholls.  Should 
such  motion  be  granted  it  is  almost  cer- 
tain that  the  result  will  be  a  substantial 
preliminary  victory  for  the  iron  company. 
All  other  attorneys  in  the  case  will, 
therefore,  argue  against  the  motion 
and  Col.  Colville  will  have  his  hands 
full  of  a  side  issue.  It  may  take  a  long 
time  to  decide  it,  for  Mr.  Reddington 
may  demand  that  the  point  be  decided 
at  Washington,  and  if  so  the  evidence 
will  have  to  be  sent  there  and  the  hear- 
ing here  adjourn  till  such  time  as  a  de- 
cision is  arrived  at. 

The  hearing  has  now  lasted  about 
forty  days.  As  the  fees  of  the  various 
attorneys  do  not  aggregate  less  than 
$500  to  §600  a  day — Mr.  Reddington 
alone  receiving  §200  and  Mr.  Seymour 
nearly  as  much — the  size  of  the  prize 
may  be  gauged  with  some  idea  of  its 
magnitude.

TERMINAL  MATl'ERS. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  traveling 
committee  on  plans  tor  a  general  system 
ot"  terminals  for  Duluth  was  made  to  the 
city  council  and  chamber  of  commerce 
at  their  regular  meetings  last  week.  It 
was  comprehensive  in  scope  and  sufli- 
ciently  minute  in  details  to 
give  the  public  a  general 
idea  of  what  has  been  done  elsewhere 
and  w  hat  can  be  done  here  by  a  co-op- 
eration of  the  roads  controlling  exten- 
sive rights  of  way  together  with  other 
roads  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
such  opportunities.  The  proposition  of 
the  Duluth  Transfer  Railway  company 
made  to  the  citizens'  committee  has  also 
been  presented  to  the  public,  and  is 
likely  to  receive  attention  in  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  meeting  tomorrow. 

This  is  a  matter  of  the  most  serious 
importance  to  Duluth,  and  neither  fear 
nor  favoritism  should  cause  our  people 
to  blunder  at  such  a  critical  time.  No 
prejudice  against  individuals  should 
move  us  to  ignore  whatever  advantages 
they  may  afford,  nor  ought  the  fact  that 
the  controlling  railroad  companies  have 
not  alwavs  used  us  right  be  pi^'ide  an 
obstacle  to  any  concessions  they  will 
grant  us  now.  All  sensible  Du- 
luthians  want  the  most  they  can  get  for 
the  least  money,  and  if  the  railroad  com- 
panies can  be  induced  to  give  us  what 
we  want  without  expense  to  ourselves, 
that  is  the  thing  to  take.  But  if  they  are 
making  overtures  merely  to  delay  action, 
we  cannot  afford  to  be  deceived,  and  the 
county  might  better  take  a  half  million 
interest  in  the  enterprise  than  to  have  it 
indetinitely  postponed. 

The  Union  depot,  already  built  at  an 
expense  of  perhaps  $300,000,  is  indeed 
an  earnest  of  what  the  roads  will  do, 
and  should  induce  our  people  to  listen 
eagerly  to  what  further  offers  they  may 
have  to  make.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  railroad  companies  having  al- 
ready a  right  of  way  could  carry  out  the 
plans  more  expeditiously  and  free 
from         interference  with  other 

interests.  It       is       not        unlikely 

that  the  property  of  the  transfer  com- 
pany might  be  absorbed  by  the  railroad 
combination  and  thus  the  work  alreadv 
done  prove  of  advantage  to  the  under- 
taking. But  on  one  point  there  is  not 
room  for  two  opinions,  and  all  must 
agree  that  neither  individual  nor  cor- 
porate interests  shall  stand  for  a  moment 
as  an  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  Duluth. 
Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 


COMMENDAKLE  EM EKPRISE. 
While  The  Herald  may  from  time  to 
time  chide  mildly  the  erring  bubble 
builders  over  the  bay,  we  are  not  of  the 
sort  that  would  deride  honorable  effort 
for  the  uplifting  of  our  Wisconsin  su- 
burb, and  can  view  the  movement  for  a 
Superior  board  of  trade  only  as  an  exhi- 
bition of  commendable  pride.  If  our 
tent  were  pitched  on  the  morass  instead 
of  the  delectable  hillsides  of  Du- 
luth we  should  join  heartily  in 
the  cause  to  the  end  that  the  feas- 
ibility of  the  scheme  might  be  de- 
termined and  if  found  practicable  that 
it  be  pushed  to  the  earliest  possible 
consummation.  Thus  far  the  agitation 
has  served  merely  to  advertise  the  fact 
that  all  the  grain  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  is  handled  in  Duluth,  and  it  is  very 
natural  our  neighbors  should  desire  to 
carry  it  further  and  score  a  victory  if 
they  can.  There  are  many  and  seem- 
ingly insuperable  obstacles  in  the  way, 
but  if  they  can  overcome  them,  all  the 
more  glory  will  be  theirs.  Were  the 
conditions  reversed  and  our  people  did 
not  make  the  effort,  we  should  mock 
them  to  scorn  as  drones  and  lazeroni . 
But  if  found  impracticable,  as  we  believe 
it  will  be,  at  least  for  several  seasons, 
our  enterprising  neighbors  can  abandon 
with  honor  the  laudable  undertaking 
and  await  with  patience  the  fullness  of 
time  while  Duluth  affords  them  the  best 
wheat  grades  in  the  world. 


The  Duluth  public  will  be  pleased  to 
learn  that  the  Tribune  has  secured  a 
new  editor  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Costello, 
late  of  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch.  The  man- 
ager, Mr.  Chipman,  has  ever  had  the 
kindly  wishes  of  our  people,  but  he  has 
heretofore  been  unfortunate  in  his  selec- 
tion of  business  associates,  and  perhaps 
never  more  so  than  when  he  called  his 
late  editorial  writer,  Mr.  McKenzie,  from 
the  street  to  the  sanctum.  Those  who 
knew  McKenzie  as  a  reporter  and  a  pro- 
duct of  the  state  university  had  hoped 
he  might  distinguish  himself  in  his  new 
position,  but  they  have  been  sorely  dis- 
appointed. He  has  shown  himself  utter- 
ly devoid  of  discretion  and  decency,  has 
evidenced  his  own  emptiness  by  warm- 
ing over  his  old  Brainerd  vulgarity  for 
wit,  and  has  demonstrated  beyond  ques- 
tion that  universities  can  make  neither 
an  editor  nor  a  gentleman.  The  citizens 
of  Duluth  are  interested  in  the  tone  of 
the  local  press  and  should  ^commend  the 
change  with  a  share  of  their  patronage, 
hoping  also  that  the  quarrel  with  the 
union    printers    will  be    soon    adjusted. 


The  former  editor  will  return  to  reper- 
torial  work,  for  which,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  talents  and  veracity,  he  is  said  lo 
have  some  fitness. 


The  death  of  ex-Senator  S.  C.  Pomeroy 
on  ThursiLiy  last  in  Massachusetts,  re- 
moves a  gentleman  whose  career  in  Kan- 
sas politics  had  a  very  dramatic  close 
in  1$J2,  when  bribery  was  openly  charged 
in  the  joint  session  of  the  legishiture, 
and  through  the  demoralization  of  the 
moment  John  James  Ingalls  was  chosen 
as  more  of  an  accident  than  I'effer,  the 
apostle,  who  in  turn  succeeded  John- 
valjean  last  fall.  Pomeroy,  however,  was 
innocent  of  the  charges,  and  was  in  his 
day  a  power  in  politics.  He  is  gone, 
aged  76. 


Maj.  McKinley  has  very  cleverly 
shifted  the  Ohio  campaign  from  the 
tariff'  to  the  silver  question, and  is  kmnk- 
ing  splinters  out  of  the  democratic  plat- 
form. Campbell,  however,  is  likely  to 
knock  the  red  llannel  stuffing  out  of  the 
wool  schedule  and  make  things  lively  for 
the  other  fellows.  This  is  a  hopeful 
situation,  for  if  between  them  they  can 
succeed  in  killing  off  the  unlimited  coin- 
age of  an  eighty-cent  dollar  and  the  un- 
limited imposition  of  an  80  per  cent 
tariff  the  Buckeye  battle  will  not  be 
fought  in  vain. 


The  Right  Honorable  Henry  Cecil 
Raikes.  postmaster  general  of  England, 
died  last  week,  aged  52.  His  official 
career  was  an  unpopular  one,  largely 
due  to  his  want  of  tact,  for  it  is  said  he 
was  an  honest  man,  and  he  seems  to 
have  preferred  death  rather  than  resig- 
nation. He  was  said  to  be  a  relative  of 
Robert  Raikes,  the  founder  of  Sunday 
schools,  but  was  in  no  way  connected 
with  John  Wanamaker  who  teaches 
them. 

Ignatius  Donnelly's  new  book,  "Doctor 
Huguet,"  is  at  hand  this  morning,  and 
will  be  read  with  pleasure.  The  doctor 
is  a  native  South  Carolinian  of  French 
Huguenot  extraction,  and  the  story, 
which  mingles  politics  and  love,  deals 
from  a  new  point  of  view  with  the  race 
problem.  A  casual  glance  shows  it  to 
be  written  in  Mr.  Donnelly's  own  bril- 
liant style,  and  that,  aside  from  the 
lesson  it  draws,  it  is  interesting  for  its 
literary  beauties. 


Congressman  E.  P.  Gillespie,  of 
Greenville,  Pa.,  succeeding  C.  C.  Town- 
send  in  the  Twenty-tifth  district,  arrived 
last  night  on  the  Robert  L.  Fryer,  ac- 
companied by  Mrs.  Gillespie,  and  under 
the  care  of  Capt.  M.  P.  Parsons.  Mr. 
Gillespie  is  one  of  the  Keystone  demo- 
crats who  came  to  the  front  in  the  over- 
throw of  the  Quay  dynasty  last  year. 
He  is  gladly  greeted  in  his  visit  to  the 
commercial  Gibraltar  of  the  West.

The  funny  thing  about  it  was 
that  my  grocer  seemed  to  hold  forth  in 
the  west  end,  whereas  1  had  always 
bought  in  the  central  p;irt  of  town.  1 
hied  me  to  the  manager  of  the  union  and 
found  him  talking  to  a  burly  policeman. 
'Here,'  said  1,  'my  name  is  McManus 
and  1  find  that  you  are  going  to  publish 
me  for  something  of  which  1  am  not 
guilty.'  'Is  your  name  McManus?'  said 
the  policeman  jumping  up.  'So  is  mine. 
Let's  see  your  notice.  Well,  that's  the 
very  bill  that  1  will  swear  I  paid  three 
months  ago  and  now  they're  after  me 
again.'  I  left  the  policeman  and  the 
manager  to  fight  it  out,"  said  the  weigh- 
master, "thankful  to  know  that  myself 
and  family  were  in  no  danger  of  starv- 
ing for  lack  of  groceries."

"What  becomes  of  the  illegitimate  in- 
fants born  in  Duluth?"  was  the  question 
asked  of  an  official  who  keeps  track  of 
these  unfortunates.

"You  see  they  are  generally 
left  in  the  care  of  people  who  have  little 
or  no  interest  in  them,  or  who  wish  them 
to  die,  and  it  only  takes  a  slight  disorder 
to  carry  them  off.

I  see,  however,  that  in 
Chicago  they  are  taking  a  new  plan  of 
bringing  up  such  infants,  and  it  is  suc- 
ceeding quite  well.  The  mother  and 
child  are  not  separated,  but  both  arc 
taken  into  some  house  where  the  mother 
can  perform  light  duties  and  at  the  same 
time  care  for  the  child.  After  several 
months  the  mother  is  relieved  of  its  care 
by  some  charitable  society  and  can  then 
go  out  into  the  world  unencumbered. 
Later  on  the  child  is  usuallv  adopted."

The  Penfield  Lock  Stove  company  nf 
Duluth.  has  filed  articles  of  agreement. 
The  papers  relate  that  the  object  of  the 
corporation,  with  its  declared  capital  of 
$200,000,  is  the  "manufacture  of  barrels 
and  other  packagas  of  a  similar  nature." 
The  incorporators  are  James  H.  Sea.i^er, 
of  Hancock,  Mich.;  Cieorge  G.  Barnum, 
Charles  R.  Pentield,  Daniel  G.  Cash, 
and  John  G.  Williams,  of  Duluth.  Sev- 
eral others  who  are  heavily  interested  in 
the  company  do  not  appear.  Mr.  I'en- 
tieUl  is  the  inventor  of  the  barrel.  The 
Duluth  company  has  the  exclusive  right 
to  use  the  patent  of  the  lock  stave  for 
Minnesota  and  is  the  first  of  several 
state  companies  that  are  to  be  organized. 

The  new  barrel  is  of  about  the  same 
cost  to  manufacture  as  the  present  style, 
and  is  an  improvement  over  it  in  that 
flour  or  other  finely  ground  material  will 
not  sift  out.  Its  particular  feature  lies 
in  the  fact  that  every  stave  is  tongued 
and  grooved,  V  shaped,  and  this  groov- 
ing makes  the  barrels  peculiarly  tight. 
There  are  now  a  couple  of  car  loads  of 
tlour  packed  in  these  barrels  in  one  of 
the  local  railway  warehouses. 

A  location  for  a  factory  will  soon  be 
chosen  somewhere  about  the  city,  prob- 
ably at  Rices  Point,  and  it  is  expected 
that  a  large  force  of  men  will  oe  em- 
ployed in  manufacturing  here.

The  American  Express  company  has 
just  inaugurated  a  scheme  by  which  the 
time  for  bringing  packages  from  Europe 
to  any  city  in  this  country  has  been 
greatly  shortened.  The  scheme  provides 
for  the  bonding  of  the  goods  by  the  com- 
pany, so  that  no  time  is  lost  in  passing 
them  through  the  custom  houses  on  the 
Atlantic  seaboard.  It  is  now  possible  to 
receive  goods  at  Duluth  in  from  eleven 
to  twelve  davs  from  Liverpool,  Havre, 
Hamburg  and^  Bremen,  and  in  corres- 
pondingly quick  time  from  other  cities 
m  Europe. 

Agent  Hughes  informs  The  Herald 
that  within  a  few  weeks  his  company 
will  begin  issuing  checks  for 
small  amounts  in  all  cities  of 
this  country  payable  either  in  this  coun- 
try or  in  i;oo  of  the  cities  of  Europe. 
Checks  will  also  be  issued  in  Europe 
payable  in  this  country.  The  great 
feature  is  that  the  payee  need  not  be 
identified,  as  he  or  the  one  to  whom  the 
check  is  transferred  need  only  sign  his 
name.  It  is  expected  that  this  scheme 
will  prove  of  great  beneht  when  the 
World's  fair  is  in  progress. 


WILL  FIGHT  HARD. 


Gas  and  "Water  Company  Has  New 
Law  Points  on  Guarantees. 
President  S.  M.  Carey,  of  the  Duluth 
Gas  and  Water  company,  is  in  town  to- 
day. He  says  that  his  company  intends 
to  make  a  strong  fight  against  the  city 
in  the  matter  of  collecting  guarantees 
for  water  mains  laid.  He  puts  the 
amount  of  stock  so  far  issued  by  the 
company  at  $525,000  and  its  bonded  bebt 
at  $1,674,000.  Before  the  city  made  re- 
sistance against  paying  the  guarantees 
the  company,  he  said,  paid  3>2  per  cent 
interest  on  the  bonded  debt. 


Lecturer  Woolley  Directs  His  Batteries 
;  Agairist  Hiuh  Licence. 
John  G.Woolley,  the  Minneapolis  tem- 
perance .idvocate,  addressed  an  audience 
at  Temple  opera  last  night  that  would 
have  made  even  a  minstrel  manager 
smile.    The  house  was  packed. 

Mr.  Woolley  said  he  had    devoted   all 
his  time  for  the  past  few    years    to    the 
study    of    the    problem    of  saving  men 
from  drink.     It  is  not  so  hard  to  induce 
men  to  stop  drinking  as  to  know  what  to 
do    with    them  after  they  have  stopped. 
He  said,  "Woe  to  the  man  who  puts  the 
bottle  to  his  neighbor's  lips.      I  would  as 
soon  rap  at  the  gates  of  heaven  drunk  as 
to  go  there  as  a  hypocrite.     Drunkness  is 
a  showy  sin.     Other  things  are  bad    hut 
people  don't  know  of   them.     If    vanity, 
gossip,  bad   temper,  avarice    and    other 
vices  colored    peoples'    noses    as   drink 
does,  what  a  nueer    looking    crowd   you 
good  people  would  be.    The  question  is, 
have  you  a  bottle    in    church?     I   want 
vou  to  apply  this  question  to  yourselves. 
Is  there    a    bottle    in    your    sideboard? 
Have  you  a  bottle  in  church?     Upwards 
to  6006  gallons  of  alcoholic  wine  are  dis- 
pensed in  churches    everv    year.     Have 
you    a    bottle    anywhere?     Have  you  a 
saloon?     If  I  should    fall    tomorrow    in 
your  city,    might    it    not    be    due  to  the 
drink  from  vour  bottle?     I    want    you  to 
go  with  me  to  a  saloon  tonight.     But  you 
don't  want  to  go.    Oh!    come    along    it 
won't  hurt  you.     The  pet  theory  of  many 
Christians  seems  to    be    that    a    saloon 
shall  be  made  more    beautiful    and    at- 
tractive by  high  license,  in  f.ict    brought 
to  such  a  stage  of  perfection  that  it  shall 
at  last  die  of    its  own  beauty.     We  walk 
up  to  a  beautiful  high    license    bar  and 
ask  the  bartender  whose    place    that  is. 
He  points  to  the    government    and  city 
licenses.     Is    that    your    bottle?     John 
Smith,  the    keeper    of    the    dram    shop 
actually  puts  the  bottle  to  his  neighbor's 
lips  under  the  sign  and   seal   and  sover- 
eignity of  Duluth.    But  you  say  you   are 
only  remotely  connected  with  that.     But 
you    are    accessories.      What    a  -farce, 
what  a  waste  of  time  and  nervous  energy 
it  is  to  hire  an  evangelist  to  preach    in  a 
church  where  the  majority  of    its    mem- 
bers permit  dram  shops  to  exist  by  their 
votes.    Vote  to  break  this  bottle." 

Mr.  Woolley  referred  to  "Rest  Island," 
his  Lake  Pepin  retreat  for  drunkards.  It 
is  a  place  where  there  is  the  quiet  of  the 
wooQS,  instruction  in  the  gospel  of  Christ 
and  cheery  companionship  away  from 
all  temptations.  A  man  can  stay  there 
for  a  while  and  get  ready  for  a  battle 
with  life  with  a  fair  chance  of  winning. 
Mr.  Woolley  said  his  mission  was  to 
raise  funds  to  carry  on  this  good  work, 
and  he  was  now  on  the  way  to  Boston 
for  that  purpose.  He  had  raised  at  Min- 
neapolis about  Sio.ooo.  He  has  500 acres 
of  land  on  Lake  Pepin  at  Lake  City, 
and  his  purpose  was  to  build  for  the 
many  who  desire  to  stay.  It  is  for  him 
merely  a  labor  of  love,  and  as  he  wants 
to  make  Rest  Island  free  to  all  he  must 
depend  on  private  subscription  for  its 
maintenance.  "This  is  no  institution," 
he  said,  "to  cure  men  of  the  drink  habit. 
I  have  started  Rest  Island  to  make  men 
clean."

Duluth  did  not  handle  as  much  grain 
in  the  crop  year  ending  with  today  as  in 
that  jnst  before.  This  is  due  to  several 
causes,  chief  among  which  was  the  short 
crop  all  through  the  interior  states,  and 
the  poor  grade  of  the  grain  of  the  fields 
of  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota,  usually 
tributary  to  this  market.  The  short  crop 
southeast  of  us  caused  a  demand  for 
mills  on  the  wheat  of  this  section,  which 
was  supplied  through  Minneapolis,  giv- 
that  city  a  business  of  15,000.000  bushels 
that  the  city  would  ordinarily  not  have. 
The  crop  was  not.  also,  of  the  miality 
that  usually  seeks  this  market,  and  this 
had  its  effect  in  drawing  wheat  to  Min- 
neapolis. That  city  handled  51,000,000 
bushels  of  the  crop,  of  which  about  35,- 
000.000  went  into  the  mills.

Minneapolis  Leads  Its  Record  and  Beats  the 
World  This  Year. 
Minneapolis,  Aug.  31. — Today  ends 
the  biggest  crop  year  that  the  Flour  city 
has  ever  seen.  The  receipts  of  wheat 
were    51,109,652    bu    and  shipments  15,- 

987,723.  The  receipts  of  the  last 
seven  vears  were  43,488.300,  37.660,355, 
47.  533.430.  39.  278,  350,  32,  736.  o8o,'"^2. 
112.  840  and  23,  514.  567  respectively.

MR.  SAWYERS  FIGURES. 


He  Expects  Dulnth  Will  Handle  50,000,000 
on  the  Crop. 
A.  J.  Sawyer,  president  of  the  Duluth 
Elevator  companv;  F.  H.  Peavey,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  and  P.  B.  Weare,  a 
director,  came  to  the  city  today  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  the  annual  meeting 

of  the  company.  The  statement  read  at 
the  stockholders'  meeting  showed  that 
the  finances  of  the  company  were  in  ex- 
cellent shape  and  that  the  past  year  had 
been  a  fairly  profitable  one.  All  the 
old  directors  and  officers  were  re-elect- 
ed. 

In  an  interview  with  Mr.  Sawyer  just 
before  that  gentleman  met  a  delegation 
of  West  Superior  men  at  the  Spalding 
house,  a  Herald  reporter  was  informed 
that  it  was  not  policy  for  Mr.  Sawyer  to 
give  an  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the 
North  Dakota  inspection  issue.  'You 
have  probably  noticed,"  said  the  grain 
man,  "that  I  have  been  very  guarded  in 
what  I  have  said  in  the  matter.  I  am 
'between  the  devil  and  the  deep  blue 
sea,'  but  I  don't  mind  it  much  for  I  am 
generally  in  that  predicament.  But  1 
have  large  interests  on  both  sides  of  the 
bay  and  want  to  act  with  great  caution. 
To  be  candid,  however,  I  don't  see  how 
a  market  can  be  established  on  the  other 
side — at  least  right  away." 

"Tell  me  something  about  th^  crop," 
said  The  Herald  man. 

"The  crop?  Oh!  yes.  Well,  I  put 
the  receipts  for  the  coming  year  at  50,- 
aoo,(5oo  bushels.  1  know  that  is  looked 
upon  by  some  as  very  high,  but  I  would 
have  put  it  higher  had  not  some  damage 
been  done  by  frost.  The  frost  will  cause 
some  wheat  that  otherwise  would  come 
here  to  go  to  Minneapolis.  Of  the  50,- 
000,000  that  will  be  handled  here,  our 
company  expects  to  handle  one-third. 
No,  I  don't  think  there  will  be  any  new 
elevators  here  as  a  result  of  the  big  crop, 
for  the  existing  houses  can  easily  handle 
the  business. 

"Though  one  big  crop  doesn't  ensure 
another,  we  are  now  entering  upon  a 
series  of  years  in  which  the  crops  will  be 
large,"  said  Mr.  .Sawyer.  "I  think  that 
this  year's  crop  in  the  three  states  will 
show  150,000,000  to  160,000,000  bushels. 
Hereafter  a  fair  crop  for  the  three  states 
will  be  125,000,000  mstcad  of  90.000,000, 
as  heretofore.  The  grain  is  now  on  the 
way  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  in  large 
quantities,  and  in  a  few  days  you  will 
see  a  big  movement  here." 

At  10  o'clock  Mr.  Sawyer  held  the 
conference    with    four    .Superiorites,   in- 


i  lulling  City  Statistician  Street,  Banker 
Banks  and  K.  J.  Wemyss.  to  discuss  the 
proposition  of  running  the  Sawyer  ele- 
vators in  connection  with  the  North  Da- 
kota system  of  inspecting  wheat,  in  order 
that  the  West  Superior  people  might 
buy  and  .sell  wheat  on  their  own  boaril 
of  trade.  It  didn't  take  long  for  .Mr. 
Sawyer  to  toll  the  gentlemen  that  it  was 
too  late  in  the  season  to  do  anything 
toward  changing  the  inspection,  as  with- 
in f«)ur  days  he  expects  to  be  receiving 
100  cars  a  day. 

"1  don't        know,"        said         Mr. 

Sawyer  to  a  Heralil  man,  "what  the 
(ireat  Northern  people  will  do,  but  prob- 
ably the  same  as  myself.  As  to  whether 
the  Superior  people  will  try  to  run  a 
board  ot  tnide  I  know  nothing."

New  York,  Sept.  i.— Francis G.  New- 
lands,  vice-chairman  of  national  silver 
committee,  and  a  prominent  republican, 
said  today,  m  reference  to  the  statement 
by  Senator  Sherman  in  his  recent 
speech  in  Ohio,  that  he  believed  there 
was  a  bargain  between  the  national  sil- 
ver committee  and  the  leaders  of  the 
democratic  party  in  Ohio  with  a  view  to 
the  defeat  of  the  republican  party  and 
particularly  of  John  Sherman: 

"Mr.  Sherman  can  dismiss  his  fears, 
for  indications  are  that  the  silver  mine 
owners  have  not  pluck  enough  to  down 
anybody.  There  is  no  deal  whatever  be- 
tween the  silver  committee  and  the  dem- 
ocrats. The  committee  is  now  actually 
out  of  funds. "  What  little  has  been  con- 
tributed has  been  spent  for  printing  and 
postage,  and  their  work,  which  is  an  ed- 
ucational one,  has  not  been  confined  to 
the  state  of  Ohio. 

"The  silver  committee  is  working  for 
bi-metalism  as  a  matter  of  principle.  It 
has  no  interest  in  the  contest"  between 
McKinley  and  Campbell.  Campbell 
stands  upon  a  democratic  platform  de- 
claring for  free  silver,  but  since  he  has 
attempted  to  ignore  this  platform  and  to 
kick  the  silver  plank  out  of  it,  the  silver 
men  have  no  confidence  in  him.  They 
do  not  regard  him  as  the  exponent  of 
bi-metalism.  McKinley  stands  on  the 
republican  platform,  which  approves  the 
present  silver  act  as  a  progressive  step 
toward  bi-metalism. 

"I  would  rather  see  McKinley  elected 
than  Campbell.  McKinley  is  a  bi-metal- 
list.  Campbell  I  class  with  Cleveland 
and  anti-siiver  men,  but  as  between  John 
Sherman  and  any  other  man,  I  prefer 
the  other  man.  In  1873  Sherman  put 
through  the  senate  the  mint  bill,  elimi- 
nating the  silver  dollar.  He  has  only 
yielded  assent  to  the  present  silver  law 
under  great  popular  pressure. 

STEWART  OX  SILVER. 

The  Nevada  Senator  Talks  on  His  Ohio  Con- 
feree. 

San  Frakcisco,  Sept.  1.— Senator 
Stewart  of  Nevada,  says  in  regard  to 
Senator  John  Sherman's  recent  speech 
on  silver: 

"Mr.  Sherman  misrepresents  the  min- 
ers. It  is  not  true  that  they  ever  asked 
or  received  more  than  the  market  value 
for  bullion.  Under  the  Bland  act,  the 
government  bought  silver  at  its  market 
price,  coined  it,  issued  certificates  there- 
on at  its  coin  value  and  made  a  net 
profit.  Under  the  act  of  1890  the  gov- 
ernment received  4,000,000  ounces  of  sil- 
ver bullion  per  month  and  issued  therefore 
legal  tender  treasury  notes  for  its  market 
value.  The  position  of  Mr.  Sherman  in 
limiting  the  coinage  and  making  a  silver 
dollar  worth  as  much  as  a  gold  dollar, 
bv  a  promise  of  redemption  in  gold  is 
absurd.  Under  such  an  arrangement 
silver  is  mere  credit  money  and  no  better 
than  paper.  Why  go  to  the  expense  of 
mining  silver  when  paper  will  answer 
the  same  purpose?" 


I'KASAXTS  FEAR  WAR 

For  the  Army  Worm  Has  Appeared 
on  tha  Scene. 
Berlin,  Sept.  1.  -The  appearance  of 
the  army  worm,  as  it  is  called,  in  the 
Harz  district,  has  given  rise  to  forebod- 
ings among  the  peasantry  of  the  ap- 
proach of  war.  It  is  said  Uiat  the  pres- 
ence of  this  worm  or  grub,  has  always 
been  followed  at  an  early  day  by  war 
and  famine.  The  grub  does  not  injure 
the  crops,  eating  only  fallen  leaves  or 
vegetable  refuse.

THE  ALLIANCE  FIGHTERS. 

Hall  Makes  a  Gai  riing  Pull  Against  the 
Sub-Treasury. 

St.  Louis,  Sept.  i.— Ex-President  U. 
S.  Hall,  of  the  Missouri  alliance,  has  is- 
sued an  appeal  in  the  shape  of  a  circu- 
lar letter,  addressed  to  all  the  sub-treas- 
ury leaders  throughout  this  and  other 
states  asking  them  to  meet  and  select 
delegates  to  the  national  meeting  of 
anti-sub-treasury  brothers  to  be  held  in 
this  city  Sept.  15.  Ex-President  Hall  is 
making  a  hard  hgnt,  notwithstanding  his 
defeat  in  the  recent  convention.  His 
stand  is  said  to  have  strengthened  him- 
self considerably.  He  declares  the  sub- 
treasury  scheme  is  a  measure  to  ruin 
the  alliance  and  will  use  every  endeavor 
to  avert  the  imper  ding  disaster. 

It  transpired  daring  the  recent  state 
meeting  of  the  alliance  that  there  was  an 
inner  organization  which  believed  in 
force  as  a  measure  to  obtain  its  ends. 
It  was  the  knowledge  of  the  existence  of 
this  "force  element"  that  defeated  the 
sub-treasury  resolution  which  was 
championed  especially  by  the  latter  ele- 
ment. 

A  force  party  delegate  speaking  about 
the  organization  slid:  "If  the  minority 
will  not  die  with  the  majority  it  is  high 
time  for  the  majority  to  hane  the  mi- 
nority. If  ballots  won't  do  the  business, 
bullets  will,  and  there  are  a  lot  of  us 
pledged  to  go  that  far."  This  secret  or- 
der calls  itself  the  "Anti-Monopolists," 
but  very  few,  if  any,  farmers  belong  to  it. 
Its  strength  lies  mainly  in  the  cities  and 
the  farmers  are  its  cat  paws  with  which 
to  rake  its  political  chestnuts  from  the 
fire.

Denver, Col.,  Sept.  i.— Train  No.  4  on 
the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  road  was  held 
up  by  seven  masked  robbers  between 
Cotopaxi  and  Read  Creek  during  the 
night.  All  the  money  in  the  express  car, 
about  $3600,  was  taken.  A  detective 
agency  was  at  once  called  upon  and  a 
car  load  of  operatives  were  quickly 
started  for  the  scene  of  the  robbery  on  a 
special  train,  accompanied  by  the  sur- 
geon of  the  road. 

None  of  the  passengers  were  molested.

Xkw  York,  Sept.  i.-  Radical  changes 
have  recently  been  made  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  Brazil 
Mail  .Steamship  company.  Its  system  of 
bookkeeping  has  been  subject  to  changes 
which  have  resulted  in  showing  a  short- 
age of  ij|W5oo,ooo.  The  companv  operates 
a  line  of  steamers  between  New  York 
and  Rio  Janerio.  It  is  closely  allied 
with  Southern  and  Central  Pacific  inter- 
ests. With  the  boom  in  South  American 
interests  the  last  few  years  tramp  ves- 
sels have  flocked  towards  South  America, 
to  the  detriment  of  the  large  lines.  Great 
expense  has  also  been  entailed  in  equip- 
ping additions  to  the  fleet. 

The  old  manager  was  able  to  show 
book  profits  which  hid  not  materialize 
and  when  his  successor  took  hold,  ten 
days  ago,  he  inaugurated  new  methods 
which  exposed  a  serious  deficiency.  Of- 
ficers say  that  with  the  new  fleet  and 
with  the  tendency  of  tramp  vessels  to 
again  turn  to  European  fields,  the  out- 
look is  encouraging. 


Detroit,  Mich.,  Sept.  i.— Last  night, 
while  near  Ballards  Reef,  Detroit  river, 
the  small  steamer  Jenks,  loaded  with 
stone  from  Lake  Erie,  was  run  into  by 
the  steamer  George  W.  Morley  and  sent 
to  the  bottom.  The  wife  of  the  captain 
of  the  Jenks  and  the  engineer  and  fire- 
man were  killed  in  the  collision.  The 
Jenks  was  in  charge  of  the  mate  and  in 
some  manner  turned  scjuarely  across  the 
Morley's  bows.  The  big  steamer  struck 
her  amidship  and  she  sunk  immediately.

He  has  sent  his  family 
to  Cape  Haytien  for  safety.  The  com- 
mandant of  Fort  National  has  received 
orders  to  turn  the  guns  on  the  city  if  the 
exiles  return  and  succeed  in  overpower- 
ing the  guards  of  the  palace.  It  is  prob- 
able that  in  such  a  case  Hippolyte  will 
retreat  to  Cape  Haytien  and  there  make

MIST  PAY  PRO  RATA. 

It  IS  now  well  settled  that  a  receiver 
will  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
Forestal  afTairs  and  disburse  to  the 
various  creditors  the  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  city  for  the  payment  of  estimates 
that  have  been  allowed.  It  appears  that 
imder  the  law  of  Minnesota  material 
and  labor  stand  on  the  same  basis  and 
must  be  paid  pro  rata  as  far  as  the  funds 
will  go,  though  it  is  held  by  some  that 
up  to  $50  in  each  individual  account 
labor  will  have  the  preference. 

The  matter  is  at  best  a  very  compli- 
cated one  on  w  hich  good  lawyers  dis- 
agree, and  perhaps  nothing  but  a  decree 
of  the  courts  can  adjust  it.  Originallv 
the  city  had  no  hnancial  responsibility 
in  the  contracts,  and  if  it  has  any  now  it 
is  the  result  of  action  on  its  own  part 
since  the  failure  of  the  Forestals  and  the 
later  fiilure  of  their  principal  bonds- 
man. Mr.  Bell.  If  the  city  has  assumed 
the  responsibility-,  such  act  might  work 
the  release  of  the  bondsmen,  and  this  is 
said  to  be  the  advice  of  their  attorneys 
and  the  cause  of  the  indifference  they 
have  shown.  It  was  also  held  by  some 
that  should  the  council  pay  the  laborers 
they  would  thereby  make  the  city  re- 
sponsible for  the  claims  of  material  men. 
But  it  is  hardly  reasonable  that  the  pay- 
ment of  one  account  they  do  not  owe 
could  oblige  them  to  pay  others  of  the 
same  sort.  However,  the  act  would  still 
further  complicate  affairs  and  might  in 
connection  with  previous  actions  serve 
to  fix  the  responsibility  for  all. 

And  yet  though  the  city  is  not  legally 
responsible,  as  is  held  by  the  best  law- 
yers, it  has  had  the  full  benefit  of  the 
material  and  labor,  minus  whatever  mis- 
management can  be  shown,  and  may  be 
said  to  be  morally  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt,  looking  later  to 
the  bondsmen  whose  atTairs  are  not  now 
in  condition  to  make  it  good.  Whether, 
if  paid,  it  should  come  out  of  the  general 
fund  or  be  a  tax  against  the  property 
benefited,  is  a  delicate  question,  the  an- 
swer to  which  might  depend  on  the 
probability  of  the  bondsmen  replacing 
it,  and  of  this  only  those  on  the  inside 
have  any  accurate  information.  But  on 
one  point  all  may  be  sure,  which  is  that 
politics  should  have  no  weight  in  the 
matter.  Our  officers  were  elected  for 
this  term,  not  for  the  next  one,  and  they 
should  do  right  as  they  see  the  right, 
even  though  they  go  to  the  devil  for  it. 
It  makes  little  difference  to  the  public 
who  our  officials  are,  but  it  makes  much 
difference  what  they  do,  and  those  who 
are  moved  only  by  the  best  good  of  the 
ciiy  will  be  the  most  commended  in  the 
end. 

.lOG  KKNTLY  OX  WARD. 

With  reviving  prosperity  there  will 
come  a  natural  tendency  to  public  and 
private  extravagance  which  at  all  times 
it  is  well  to  check.  The  Herald  hopes 
to  see  a  constant  beautifying  of  our  city, 
and  certainly  we  should  make  and  main- 
tain substantial  thoroughf.tres  connect- 
ing our  soon-to-be  consolidated  town.

The  congregation  comes 
from  all  p;irts  of  the  city.     The   Sunday 
school    has    been     well     attended     anil 
superintended  by  Wm.  C.  White.     I  find 
also  evidence    of    faithful    work  in  mis 
sionary  service  and  in  the  meetings  done 
by  Mr.  Leaty  and  increased  effectiveness 
to  be  hoped  for  from  a    recent  organiza- 
tion under  the  name   of  "The  Society  ot 
Bethel  Christian  Workers."      The  lunch 
counter  has  a  little    more    than  paid  ex- 
penses.    From  fifty  to    150  persons  visit 
it  daily.     Constant  effort   is    made  to  in- 
crease and  improve  the    supply  of    cur- 
rent literature    and    also  to    follow    the 
suggestion  made  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Bethel     that  by  works  of   art  and  decor- 
ative skill  it  may  be  made  a  home  beau- 
tiful for  the  people. 

The  system  ot  industrial  schools  has  a 
wide  reaching  importance.  They  have 
been  most  successful  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Julia  Hubbard.  They  consist  of 
sewing  classes,  cooking  school,  little 
housekeepers  training  classes,  and  in 
the  same  line  of  useful  culture  the  boy's 
club.  A  class  numbering  21  scholars 
in  stenography  and  typewriting  has  been 
carried  on  under  the  tuition  of  Miss 
Rose,  formerly  of  Kingston,  Ont.,  who 
has  gratuitously  given  this  valuable  ser- 
vice to  the  Bethel.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
time  may  not  be  far  distant  when  pro- 
vision can  be  made  to  complete  the  func- 
tion of  the  Bethel  by  an  additional  build- 
ing to  accomodate  departments  for 
physical  culture,  day  nursery  and  dor- 
milories. 

I  desire  most  earnestly  to  express  our 
sense  of  great  obligation  arising  from 
liberal  provision  made  for  the  Imancial 
needs  of  the  Bethel.  It  has  been  an  in- 
spiration throughout  the  whole  Bethel 
connection.  During  the  past  twelve 
months,  for  permanent  improvements  at 
the  Bethel,  literature,  works  of  art,  and 
decorations,  the  support  of  the  gospel, 
and  industrial  school  system,  and  other 
purposes,  citizens         of         Duluth 

have  given  nearly  S5000.  The 
executive  committee  proposes  to  raise 
S4000  yearly  by  means  of  annual  pledges. 
Two-thirds  of  the  sum  has  been  secured. 
An  important  feature  of  this  plan  is  an 
annual  meeting  at  which  the  subscribers 
will  hear  concerning  the  use  of  their 
gifts. 

The  Bethel  now  enters  upon  a  new 
year.  I  ask  for  Mr.  Salter  a  continu- 
ance of  that  brotherly  interest  so  freely 
given  in  the  past.  The  Bethel  chaplain 
occupies  a  peculiar  position,  one  of  great 
isolation  from  the  sweet  sympathies  and 
helpfulness  of  ordinary  church  pastor- 
ates and  church  life.  He  is  the  servant 
of  all  and  entitled  to  the  kindly  interest 
of  all.

Chamber  Also  Turns  Its  Attention  to  the  Use 
of  Bedfonl  Stone  for  the  New  Tub- 
lit*  Buildiutf. 


It  Was  Unlinimee  Mirlit  iit  the  City  Council 
Meeting;    The   Old    Forrestiil  Con- 
tracts. 


The  chamber  of  coinmcrce  this  morn- 
\n^  took  up  the  cause  of  Duluth  red  and 
brown  sandstone  as  against  liedft)rd  or 
any  other  outside  stone  for  Ouluth's  pub- 
lic buildiuij.  It  instructed  the  secretary 
to  prepare  a  protest  aj^ainst  Ucdtord 
stone  to  be  sent  at  once  to  the  supervis- 
ing architect.  In  connection  with  this 
action  a  letter  from  that  functionary  was 
read,  in  which  he  stated  that  the  present 
contract  work  on  the  building  nnist  be 
finished  in  eighteen  months  from  Aug. 
17.  i8qi. 

The  secretary  was  authorized  to 
arrange  for  a  drive  over  the  terrace  for  as 
many  members  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Railway  Ticket  Agents  as  shall 
come  to  Duluth  after  the  annual  session 
in  St.  Paul,  Sept.  7  and  8.  Some  other 
minor  business  was  transacted,  but  the 
chief  feature  of  entertainment  was  the 
report  of  the  special  committee,  to 
which  was  referred  the  project, 
fathered  by  the  American  forestry 
association,  of  making  a  closed  reserve 
of  :;,  500,000  acres  lying  north  of  and  di- 
rectly about  Duluth.  The  committee 
consisted  of  Messrs.  Cash,  McKinley  and 
L.  Merritt,  and  its  report  says: 

"While  we  heartily  approve  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Forestry  association  wej  are 
confident  that  the  reserve  in  question 
would  not  advance  its  interests.  While 
it  would  work  mcalculable  injury  to  Du- 
luth and  would  be  a  flagrant  act 
of  injustice.  The  true  intent 
of  the  act  of  congress  under  which  this 
reserve  is  proposed  is  to  set  apart  tracts 
of  virgin  forest,  which  shall  exert  a  far- 
reachmg,  not  merely  local,  influence. 
Most  of  this  tract  is  purely  local,  its 
drainage  is  directly  into  Lake  Superior, 
and  its  denudation  would  not  affect  the 
lake  level.  Only  along  the  St.  Louis  are 
towns,  and  these  could  not  be  affected 
by  floods.  The  suggestion  that  increased 
sediment  carried  down  the  St.  Louis  will 
necessitate  increased  and  expensive 
dredging,  is  not  correct. 

"Nearly  three-quarters  the  surveyed 
lands  in  the  proposed  area  are  in  private 
ownership,  and  it  is  almost  entirely  sur- 
veyed. Nearly  every  tract  in  the  area 
valuable  because  of  its  pine,  has  been 
taken  up,  and  it  is  stated  by  experts  that 
the  pine  lands  in  government  ownership 
are  not  worth  the  cost  of  estimating  and 
examining.  A  large  portion  of  the  un- 
surveyed  lands,  also  are  apparently  ab- 
solutely worthless.  In  Lake  county  are 
tracts  in  the  proposed  reserve  limits, 
miles  in  extent,  which  have  no  soil  and 
are  but  rock  with  a  thin  coating  of  moss 
and  a  growth  of  scrubby  pine. 

"Should  this  reserve  oe  made  it  will 
turn  settlers  away  for  years,  and  when 
opened  the  valuable  parts  would  be 
gobbled  by  corporations.  The  citizens 
of  these  counties  have  spent  years  and 
money  in  battling  for  a  home,  relying  on 
the  timber  and  mineral  wealth  of  this 
region  to  reward  them  at  last.  The 
worst  enemy  of  Duluth  could  not  devise 
a  scheme  that  would  strike  a  more  fatal 
blow  to  our  future  than  this  proposed  re- 
serve."

SAVANTS  COMIXU. 


Famous  Old  World  Geologists  to  Visit 
the  Northwest  Soon. 

Some  time  ago  in  an  interview  with 
Prof.  C.  R.  Van  Hise,  one  of  the  most 
noted  geologists  in  the  United  States,  he 
told  The  Herald's  readers  that  he  would, 
at  the  close  of  the  international  congress 
of  geoh)gists,  to  be  held  at  Washington 
the  last  week  in  August,  bring  to  the 
Northwest  some  of  the  leading  geologists 
of  the  world. 

This  paper  then,  and  since,  has  urged 
that  these  geologists  be  brought  to  Du- 
luth and  to  the  Vermilion  iron  country. 
It  was  Professor  \'an  Hise's  idea  to 
bring  them  only  to  the  iron  and  copper 
districts  of  the  south  shore,  but  he  as- 
sured The  Herald  that  lie  would  gladly 
bring  them  further  "should  circum- 
stances permit."  There  is  still  time  to 
get  these  men  here  and  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  do  so. 

Next  Friday  afternoon  one  party  of 
foreign  geologists  from  this  very  inter- 
national congress,  will  arrive  in  Minne- 
apolis on  its  way  to  the  Yellowstone. 
I  he  members  of  the  party  will 
remain  a  few  hours  in  Minne- 
apolis and  then  go  on.  They  will  be 
under  charge  of  State  Geologist  N.  H. 
Winchell,  and  it  should  be  arranged 
that  they  visit  Duluth    and  the  Lake  Su- 

f)erior  county  -the  most  interesting  geo- 
ogically  of  any  district  in  the  world— on 
their  return.  A  little  work  on  the  part 
of  the  chamber  of  commerce  will  get 
them. 

Among  the  more  noL^ble  scientists 
who  will  compose  the  party  are  the  fol- 
k)wing:  Joseph  Sabo,  of  the  museum  at 
Buda  Pesth,  distinguished  for  his  studies 
of  eruptive  rocks.  Professor  Albert 
Gaudrey,  of  Paris,  professor  and  direc- 
tor of  the  department  of  paleontology  in 
the  Jardine  ties  Plantes.  Professor  Karl 
\'on  Zittel,  of  Munich,  director  of  the 
museum  of  that  university  and  professor 
of  geology.  He  is  noted  for  his  knowl- 
edge of  fossil  invertebrates.  Professor 
Gragoria  Stefanecus,  of  Bucharest,  direc- 
tor of  the  geological  survey  of  Rouma- 
nia,  and  has  mapped  the  geology  of  that 
country.  Antonio  del  Costillo,  professor 
in  the  school  of  mines  in  Mexico,  the  old- 
est geologist  in  America.  Prof.  Harvey 
G.  Seeley,  of  London,  an  expert  in  ver- 
tebrate paleontology.  Prof.  Chas.  Bar- 
rios, of  Lille,  France,  an  authority  upon 
the  oler  formentations.  Thos.  IVIcKen- 
ney  Hughes,  professor  of  geology,  Ox- 
ford, England.  Prof.  Gustave  Stein- 
mann,  of  Freiburg,  in  Baden,  distin- 
guished for  his  researches  in  the  geology 
of  South  America. 


The  Forrestal  Bubiness  Forms  an    Execu- 
tive Session  Subject. 

At  last  night's  council  meeting  several 
new  ordinances  were  introduced.  The 
most  important  one  was  designed  to  pre- 
vent improper  excavations  on  streets 
and  public  property.  It  provides  that 
anyone  desiring  to  make  excavations  in 
the  streets  must  first  get  a  permit. 
When  time  comes  to  make  restoration 
where  an  excavation  is  made  the  board 
of  works  must  be  notified  so  that  a  city 
inspector  can  see  that  the  work  is  prop- 
erly done.  There  was  also  an  ordinance 
to  compel  the  building  and  maintenance 
of  stone,  iron  and  glass  sidewalks  within 
the  following  limits:  On  both  sides  ot 
Superior  street  from  Third  east  to 
Eighth  west;  on  Michigan  from  First 
east  to  Third  west;  on  all  avenues  from 
Third  east  to  Eighth  west  between 
Michigan  street  and  First  alley  and 
from  First  to  Michigan  on  avenues  be- 
tween and  including  First  east  and  Fifth 
west.  The  fourth  related  to  peddling 
licenses,  which  are  set  at  Sioo  per  year, 
$60  for  six  months,  Si 5  for  one  month 
and  §5  per  day. 

The  Scandinavian  L.tborers  union 
claimed  that  a  number  of  laborers  had 
been  discharged  from  W.  C.  Doherty's 
contract  on  Bench  street,  because  they 
refused  to  board  at  the  contractor's  camp. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  committee  of 
the  whole.  Mayor  Davis  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  council  to  the  fact  that 
theatrical  licenses  are  $250  per  year  and 
that  none  ot  the  theaters  but  the  dime 
museum  had  taken  out  a  license.  He 
recommended  that  the  license  be  re- 
duced. McArthur  Bros,  asked  pay  for 
Telford  paving  which  they  allege  they 
laid  and  which  the  city  engineer  refused 
to  allow.  The  Trades  and  Labor  assem- 
bly asked  that  the  fire  department  be  al- 
lowed to  parade  on  Labor  day;  granted. 
City  estimates  amounting  to  $22,000  were 
allowed.  The  railroad  committee  was 
instructed  to  outline  a  plan  for  terminals 
and  seek  co-operation  of  the  railroads 
and  the  secretary  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce. 

The  Forrestal  contract  matter  was  dis- 
cussed in  executive  session  and  an 
agreement  was  reached  that  the  whole 
matter  should  be  put  into  the  hands  of  a 

receiver.

West  Uuluth  Conncil. 
West  Duluth  Councilmen  Patterson, 
Moles  and  Smith  last  night  reported 
that  the  electric  light  plant  was  offered 
for  $77,500,  $10,000  less  than  before,  for 
$5000  cash,  $40,000  in  bonds  assumed, 
$32,500  to  be  paid  by  the  village.  The 
committee  recommended  that  the  offer 
be  accepted,  but  the  matter  was 
laid  over  to  next  week.  Dun- 
can, Brewer  &  Co.,  and  other  property 
holders  on  Eighth  avenue  asked  for  ex- 
tension of  water  mains  to  Duncan,  Brew- 
er &  Co.'s  mill,  and  Eighth  street  from 
(irand  avenue  to  Second  street  north. 
They  were  allowed.  R.  C.  Brophy  asked 
for  rebate  on  sidewalk  assessment.  Prop- 
erty owners  asked  the  council  to  order 
the  water  company  to  restore  certain 
streets  to  their  proper  grade.  Central

RAISING  LIMDF.R  PRICES. 


A  Meeting  for  That  Purpose  Held  To- 
day; Duluth  Dealers  Enthusiastic. 
L.  -A.  Barber  left  last  night  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  Northwestern  lumbermen  at 
Minneapolis,  called  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  concerted  action  to  allow  the 
lumber  trade  to  share  in  the  activity, 
prosperity  and  advance  of  the  farmers 
and  others  throughout  the  Northwest. 
The  lumbermen  feel  that  they  have  been 
grubbing  along  selling  iheir  product  at 
little  over  cost,  and  now  that  there  is  a 
big  demand  and  plenty  of  mone\  with 
which  to  pay  for  what  is  bought  they 
want  to  share  in  the  advance.  The  fact 
that  stocks  are  light  all  over  this  section 
of  the  countrv  has  an  influence  naturally 
in  the  move  for  better  prices. 

"I  am  of  the  opinion,"  said  Mr.  Bar- 
ber, "that  there  will  be  an  advance  of 
about  a  dollar  a  thousand  on  the  lower 
grades,  and  that  higher  grades  will  stay 
about  where  they  are.  This  would  be 
only  fair  to  all  concerned.  Of  course 
there  can  not  be  any  action  looking  to  a 
uniform  scale  of  prices,  but  we  can  have 
a  sort  of  understanding  that  will  help  all 
around.  What  we  do  want  is  concerted 
action  to  unify  grades  of  dealers  all 
through  the  Northwest." 

All  Duluth  lumbermen  who  were  inter- 
viewed by  a  Herald  reporter  on  the  pro- 
posed move  were  enthusiastic  in  its 
favor,  believing  it  not  only  possible,  but 
necessary. 

The  government  dam  at  Pokegama 
Falls  has  finished  passing  the  last  of  the 
upper  .Mississippi  logs,  consisting  of  the 
Bear  river  drive  and  all  other  logs  above 
Grand  Rapids,  so/ne  30,ooo,cxx).  These 
are  going  down  stream  on  a  flood  afford- 
ed by  the  opening  of  the  dam,  and  if  the 
flood  continues  a  week,  can  easily  go 
into  .Minneapolis  booms. 


"What  They  Are  Doing. 
MiNNKAl'oi.ls,  Sept.  I.  Lumber  man- 
nfacturers  of  the  Northwest  met  here  to- 
day to  take  united  action  toward  ad- 
vancing the  price  of  lumber.  Over  sixty 
were  present.  It  was  decided  to  form  a 
permanent  organization,  and  a  committee 
was  appointed  consisting  of  B.  F.  Nel- 
son, Mmneapolis;  J.. S.Owen,  Eau  Claire; 
W.J.Young,  Jr.,  Clinton,  Iowa;  A.  L. 
Unsh,  Rice  Lake,  Wis.,  and  T.  N.  Nind, 
Minneapolis,  secretary  to  araw  up  a 
constitution.  A  conmiittee  was  also 
adopted  to  compile  the  written  reports 
from  lumber  makers  all  over  the  North- 
west as  to  the  state  of  the  market.  It  is 
proposed  to  advance  prices  about  a  dol- 
lar a  thousand.

Earth  From  About  Old  Graves  Used  in 
Street  Making. 

A  Herald  representative  this  morning 
paid  a  visit  to  the  old  cemetery  and 
found  that  place  a  hive  of  industry. 
Several  teams  were  engaged  in  hauling 
dirt  from  a  large  excavation  around  the 
vault,  which  excavation  had  been  worked 
in  bv  a  large  force  of  men  for  several 
weefes.  Here  and  there  projected  from 
the  embankment  the  rotten  remnants  of 
boxes  in  which  coffins  had  been  encased. 
The  men  are  working  in  that  part  of  the 
cemetery  which  had  been  most  thickly 
covered  with  the  dead,  and  bodies  are 
being  removed  almost  daily.  Only  this 
morning  a  little  coffin  in  a  state  of  decay 
bearing  the  inscription  "Our  Darling" 
was  taken  out. 

From  a  workman  it  was  learned  that 
the  earth  was  being  carried  away  for  use 
in  improving  Eighteenth  avenue  east 
and  East  Second  street.  "This  whole 
side  hill,"  said  he,  "has  got  to  come  off, 
for  they're  going  to  make  building  lots 
of  the  land.  A  roadway  will  run  across 
the  place  occupied  by  the  vault." 
"What  do  they  do  with  the  earth?" 
"Well,  that  gravel  which  you  see  is  used 
in  gutter  work  and  this  fine  dirt  makes 
good  binding.  By  binding  1  mean  the 
dirt  used  with  the  fine  stone,  which  the 
road  roller  packs  together." 

For  some  time  contractors  have  been 
using  this  earth  that  is  reeking  with  the 
richest  odors  of  the  graveyard  in  work  in 
the  heart  of  the  city,  and  many  people 
have  become  highly  incensed  over  the 
matter.  People  who  took  no  interest  in 
the  removal  of  the  bodies  to  another 
cemetery  don't  enjoy  the  idea  of  inviting 
di-sease  by  having  the  earth  taken  from 
graves  laid  in  front  of  their  doors.  They 
wouldn't  think  of  filling  in  their  lots  with 
such  material  and  they  don't  know  why 
the  health  officer  should  allow  contract- 
ors to  put  it  in  the  streets. 

It  is  true  that  this  earth  is  only  used, 
on  Second  street  at  least,  in  work  which 
will  be  covered  by  the  cedar  block  pave- 
ment, but  the  residents  along  the  street 
do  not  appear  to  think  this  helps  matters 
much,  while  those  of  Eighteenth  avenue 
c;Ln  not  lay  even  this  flattering  unction 
to  their  souls.
